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Another important international question was submitted to the Court during 
the month, when the four so-called "Principal Allied Powers", Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan, brought a case against Germany for having refused passage through 
the Kiel Canal to S. S. Wimbledon. The four Powers claimed that this refusal 
was against the provisions of the Treaty of Versailles affecting the Kiel Canal, and, 
under the authority given in that Treaty in this particular case, have arraigned 
Germany before the Court. This is the first time in history that a sovereign State 
has been so arraigned before an international tribunal. 

Similarly, Lord Curzon, British Foreign Secretary, brought before the Council 
of the League the case of the disputed frontier between Turkey and Iraq, which 
was then under discussion at Lausanne and which is. commonly known as the Mosul 
case. Lord Curzon acted under Article XI. of the Covenant giving States Members 
of the League the right to call the attention of the Council to any question affecting 
world peace. The matter was forthwith placed on the agenda of the Council session 
scheduled for the last days of the month. 

The Economic Committee, at its seventh session at Geneva, drew up detailed 
plans for the convening of an International Customs Formalities Conference on 
October 15th next. A series of preliminary measures to bring together the great 
amount of data necessary was initiated forthwith. 

The Health Committee, at its fifth session in Geneva, took a series of important 
decisions regarding many lines of its work. The German member was present for 
the first time, and the Soviet Commissar of Public Health, who attended an a result 
of an agreement concluded at Genoa, reported on the situation in Russia. < 

The Opium Committee also met during the month to consider the results of 
investigations already made and on the next steps to be taken. Amongst other 
decisions, four different methods were agreed upon of estimating the amount of 
opium and other drugs the world needs for its legitimate medical and scientific uses. 
The United States was represented for the first time at this session. 

Finally, in the last days of the month, the Austrian Committee of Control and 
the Austrian Sub-Committee of the Council met in Paris to consider, first, the 
steps taken by Austria towards her reconstruction along the lines of the Geneva 
Protocols, and, second, the steps taken and to be taken outside of Austria for the 
guaranteeing and the raising of an International Loan. 

On the 29th, the Council met at Pans for its twenty-third session. In addi- 
tion to the questions already mentioned, there were a series of points to be dis- 
cussed regarding the Saar Valley, Danzig, Minorities, Health, Opium and other 
League activities. 


II. — The Permanent Court of International Justice.

I. The Case of S. S. Wimbledon.

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deciding whether' the Nationality.iDecrees were justified or no, or whether Great 
Britain can rightfully protest' against these Decrees. 

Great Britain^ having broughtTthe question\be£ore the League of Nations^ by 
Invoking Article XV. of the Covenant, the- French Government declared that para- 
. graph 8 of this Article applied. This paragraph runs^as^ollows : 

“If the dispute between the parties is claimed by one of them, and is found by the 
Council, to arise out of a matter which by international law is solely witliin the domestic 
jurisdiction of that party, the Council shall so report, and shall make no recommendation 
as to its settlement." , ^ 

In other words, the only question now before the Court is whether the fact of 
France having imposed French nationality, with.its resulting obligations on persons 
whom Great Britain claims as British subjects is a question which by international 
law is a question solely within the domestic jurisdiction of France, m accordance 
with paragraph 8 of Article XV. of the Covenant. 

In the second part of his pleading. Sir Douglas Hogg endeavoured t6 show that- 
paragraph 8 did not apply to the present case; consequently that the question now 
before the Court was dependent for its solution on international law, and not within 
the domestic jurisdiction of a State. 

Sir Douglas Hogg was of the opinion that, on the true construction of panagraph 8 
of Article XV.,‘the limits of that paragraph do not go beyond internal matters within 
the territory of the State in the^'ordinary and current meaning of the words. More- 
over, it could not be disputed, that the question, whether a matter is, or is not, 
within the domestic jurisdiction of a State, must be decided on' the basis on the 
principles of international law. ■- 

Referring, then, to the principal documents with regard to Tunis and Morocco, 
— the Treaty of the 17th July 1875 between Great Britain and the Bey of Tunis, 
the Treaty of Bardo of the 12th May 1881, and of Karsa of the 8th June 1883 be'twccn 
France and the Bey of Tunis; the Convention between France and Italy of the 
28th December 1896; the Convention between Great Britain and France of the' 
i8th September 1897; the Treaty of the 9th December 1856 between Great Britain 
and Morocco; the Declaration of France and Great Britain of the Sth April, 1904, etc. 
— Sir Douglas Hogg remarked that the considerations to which these documents - 
might give rise and the constructions which might have to be placed on .them, 
whether these constructions were favourable to the British or to the French case, 
were beyond the limits of considerations or constructions which might arise from 
a matter which was solely within the domestic jurisdiction of a State, and that they 
necessarily implied an appeal to principles of international law. ' 

Whatever the arguments advanced by France may be, and whatever reply 
Great Britain may make, whatever idea one may form as to the merits of the objec- 
tions raised by France to the replies of England, “there is no doubt that such argu-, 
ments, such replies, such objections raise questions of international law and ques- 
tions of treaty construction. Consequently, in the submission of the British Counsel, ' 
the reply to the question raised by the Council of the League of Nations should be 
in the negative, and the interested Governments should have to decide, m agree- 
ment, as to the manner in which the questions should definitely be settled,- as was 
provided by the Resolution of the Council", 

Second Hearing. — On behalf of the French Government, M de Lapradellc 
maintained that France, in issuing the Decrees of November Sth 1921, had merely 
exercised her legislative powers in regard to nationality questions. 

No doubt Article XV. of the Covenant laid down that all disputes between- 
States which were not settled either by arbitration or by judicial decisions (reference 
to the Court of Justice) must be submitted to the mediation of the Council. 
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There was, however, a class of disputes which could not be dealt with by these 
methods of settlement; i. e. those referred to in paragraph 8 of article XV. The 
history of paragraph 8 proved, in Mr. de Lapradelle’s view, that disputes regarding 
nationality came within the class of exceptions provided for in that paragraph. 
Paragraph 8 owed its origin to the American people’s desire to reserve a certain 
number of questions in regard to which it considered the intervention of the League 
of Nations to be inacceptable — such as tariff, immigration and naturalisation 
questions. 

Immigration and naturalisation were expressly referred to in the discussions 
which took place in America, regarding the League of Nations, as between Members 
'of the League of Nations; therefore -questions regarding’ the nationality of persons 
should be considered, in the absence of conventions to the contrary and within the 
precise limits of such conventions, to be excluded from the competence of the orga- 
nisations and the application of the procedure instituted by the League of Nations. 

On the other hand, said Mr. de Lapradelle, the conclusion was to be deduced 
from the principles of international law that the determination of nationality was 
left to the authority which exercised supreme power within the territory in question. 
Moreover, as regards jurisdiction, the territory of Tunis must be regarded as an 
extension of French territory. It followed, therefore, that France, the territorial 
public authority in Tunis, had the right to determine the nationality of persons 
within that territory by virtue of the principle already enunciated pis soli. 

This notion, which might be called nationality on the basis of services rendered, 
constitutes the basis of nationality jure soli. Mr. de Lapradelle went on to assert 
that the extention of French nationality to the Anglo-Maltese community in Tunis 
was in accordance with the sentiments and desires of that community. 

The territorial sovereign, the Bey of Tunis, had for his part the right to pro- 
mulgate a decree transforming foreigners into Tunisians. The legislative compe- 
tence of the Bey was indeed incontestable, for the Powers had renounced the exer- 
cise of their capitulatory jurisdiction in his favour. 

Moreover, the agreement, according to which the persons mentioned in the 
Decree of 1921 had been endowed with French nationality, was an agreement 
between the Protecting State, France, and the Protectorate, Tunis, and was there- 
fore an agreement in which no third party had anything to say. 

From these arguments Mr. de Lapradelle deduced that the Anglo-French dis- 
pute, regarding the application of the Decree of November 8th, 1921, related to a 
question which, according to the general principles of law, did not present that 
international character, which was the sole basis of the competence of the League 
of Nations. The question could only be treated as an exception to the general rule 
and removed from the domain of domestic law to that of international law, were 
Great Britain to invoke some special legal justification such as a treaty, convention 
or agreement. 

The French Government, however, held that no special treaty existed enabling 
those whom Great Britain considered to be her subjects to escape the extension to 
fhem'by the territorial public authority of its nationality. 

The Tuniso-British Convention of July 19, 1875, must be considered as abro- 
gated, even as regards relations between Great Britain and the Bey of Tunis. The 
most favoured nation clause inserted by Great Britain in the arrangement concluded 
with France on September i8th, 1897, with regard to Tunis, was of an exclusively 
economic character and could not be considered as extending to Anglo-Maltese 
the right, guaranteed to Italians by the Franco-Italian Treaty of 1896, to retain in 
perpetuity their nationality by descent in Tunis. 

1 ^ ^'"As regards Morocco, it was true that the British Government still retained her 
consular jurisdiction^thcre on the ground that the Franco-German Convention of 
19 1 1, regarding Morocco, to which Great Britain had adhered, provided for the 
substitution of French Courts for the Consular Courts only after agreement between 
the Powers, and this agreement had never been concluded, although a draft conven- 
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tion on the subject had been negotiated (i). The French Government, for its 'part, 
was of opinion that, by adhering to the Franco-German.Convention of 1911 relating 
to Morocco, Great Britain had undertaken to abolish her territorial jurisdiction as 
soon as the French judicial reforms in Morocco had been carried out. 

This reform had been complete for some time and Great Britain, therefore, 
should, like the other Powers, abandon the privileged judicial regime of the cajii-^ 
tulations, at all events as regards persons.' 

Third Hearing. — At this hearing. Sir Ernest Pollock, former Attorney-General 
of Great Britain, dealt with the main features of M. dc Lapradelle’s speech, and 
declared that he wished to confine his remarks to the question as laid before the Court 
by the Council resolution, which, in his view, was whether the dispute was solely 
within the domestic jurisdiction of France or was, on the other hand, a question _ 
of international law. 

Great Britain did not deny that the determination of nationality was one of 
the attributes of sovereignty, but declared that the grihts possessed by France in 
Tunis and Morocco were based on treaties which did not confer upon her this attri- 
bute of sovereignty. Moreover, the modalities of the sovereignty of the native 
princes was also determined by the treaties; in the third place the possibility of- 
combined action by France, and Tunis or Morocco in the exercise of the right to 
legislate in questions of nationality also depended on treaty, provisions. 

It thus appeared that all these questions were questions of international law 
which could not be within the exclusive competence of a State. 

Fourth Hearing. — M. Merillon, Procureur- General of the Cour dc Cassation of 
France, terminated the public hearings by the submission of a number of observa- 
tions upon the English thesis. 

Whereas the British Government wished to restrict the question put to the 
Court by the Council of the League to the narrowest possible limits, the French 
Government considered that the Court, in rendering its opinion, should study all 
aspects of the dispute which had given rise to the question put by the Council. . 

Neither an examination of the treaties nor a reference to the general doctrine 
of Protectorates led to the discovery of any obstacle to the application upon the 
territory of the Protectorate of the dominant principle by virtue of which a State, 
in its own territory, possessed the right to decide nationality questions. This was 
true as regards both Morocco and Tunis. 

It Was not a private interest of her own which led France to take this view; 
in the present case, France was defending the genera] interests of civilisation, which - 
were intimately connected with the exercise of the^Protcctorate, and the interests 
of powers situated in similar circumstances. 

iW • At the termination of this hearing the representatives of the Powers concerned 
filed their final conclusions in writing. 

III. — General Questions. 

I. Registration of treaties. 

\ 

Among the treaties presented during the past month for registration and publi- 
cation figures an arbitration convention between Norway and the United States of 
America regarding the claims of Norwegian' shipowners, which communicated to 
the Secretariat by the Norwegian Government 

The British Government has presented for registration a treaty concluded with 
Afghanistan on the establishment of nieghbourly relations, and a supplementary

The Latin American Office of the Leagile Secretariat has been definitely constn 
tuted and entered upon its functions on January IsL 1923. 

As' a result of an exchange of views between the South American delegates to 
the third Assembly and the Secretary- General^ Geneva has been chosen as the seat 
of the office. In addition to a member of the permanent staff, drawn from Uruguay, 
the Secretary-General has appointed two non-permanent members from. Panarna 
and Venezuela to complete the personnel of this bureau. 


IV. — Technical Organisations. 


I. The provisional economic and financial organisation. 


a) Seventh Session of the Economic Committee. 

■ The seventh session of the Economic Committee took place at Geneva from 
January 20th to 23rd. The agenda-list included certain questions relating to the 
equitable treatment of- commerce, the examination of which was referred to the 
League under Article XXIII. of the Covenant, and recognised by the Genoa Confe- 
rence as particularly urgent and important.

The Chairman of the Economic and Financial Commission, M. Gustave Ador 
attended the meeting. 

International Conference on Customs Formalities. — The Economic Committee 
considered what measures should be taken to convene .an International Customs 
Conference, the scope of which would be confined to questions of customs formalities 
and would exclude questions of tariff and contractual policy. 

Since last September, much has been done through the agency of the several mem- 
bers of the Economic Committee to prepare detailed commentaries on the pro- 
gramme drawn up by the Committee with a view to facilitating the work of the Con- 
ference. As, however, it is possible that the experts of certain European States 
may experience some difficulty in completing their study of the programme in the 
time originally contemplated, the Committee has decided to propose to the Council 
that the Customs Conference should be summoned for October 15th, instead of in 
Spring as first intended. This would, moreover, greatly facilitate the cooperation 
of Latin American States, the representatives of which may be detained some time 
at the Santiago Conference (March 1923). 

Invitations will be addressed to all States Members and, with the approval of the 
Council, to Non-Members of the League. The invitations will be accompanied by 
the text approved last September by the Council and the third Assembly, which is 
to serve as basis for the programme of the Conference. The Committee is anxious 
that all States 'represented at the Conference should have ample time, before the 
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departure of their delegates, to study the final documentation which the Com- 
mittee intends to submit to the Conference. The participating States are therefore 
requested to communicate in time for inclusion in this documentation any obser- 
vations their experts and the interested bodies may wish to make on the programme . 

of the Conference. . . 

The Committee decided to propose to the Council to invite the International ■ 
Chamber of Commerce to attend the Conference in an advisory- capacity without 
right of vote. This organisation instituted some time ago an international consul- • 
tation of representatives of commerce and industry on similar matters to those 
figuring on the agenda of the League Customs Conference. - The Comrnittee does 
not wish to imply that it will abandon the League’s practice of consulting Govern- 
ments and, by their intermediary, all competent economic organisations; it merely 
considers that specially qualified international organisations, in certain circum- 
stances, should be associated in an advisory capacity with the technical work 
of the League, as was the case at the Barcelona Conference. 

Arbitration Clauses in Commercial Contracts. — The proposal of the Economic 
Committee, regarding the recognition by States Members ofi arbitration clauses, 
was approved by the Council and the third Assembly. In order to obtain practical ' 
results of its efforts in this direction, the Edonomic Committee has worked Out a 
draft-convention by which Signatory States would agree to respect compromissory 
clauses in commercial contracts With the approval of the Council and after expert 
examination, the draft-convention will be submitted to the States Members of the 
League, and a proposal will be made to the Assembly to present for the signature 
of intending adherents a protocol based on the draft-convention. 

Bills of Exchange — The Economic Committee had decided to refer to a Com- 
mittee of Experts the question of the unification of legislation concerning _bills of 
exchange. Dr Joseph Jitta, chairman of the Royal-Dutch Commission for Private 
Legislation, Professor Lyon-Caen (France), and Sir Mackenzie Chalmers . have 
been appointed to sit on this Committee. As .the German legislation in the matter 
of bills of exchange has been widely adopted in Central Europe, it is suggested th'at 
a German expert should be called in to take part in the preliminary w'ork. 

Miscellaneous Questions. — Finally, the Committee took a rapid survey of the 
work in hand. It noted information from Governments on the questions of unfair 
competition, the treatment of foreign nationals and enterprises, goods in ports, etc. 
An exchange of views took place on a proposal made during the third Assembly by. 
M. Zumeta (Venezuela) regarding the protection of consumers in the matter of 
worthless goods. The Economic Committee approved the -programme drawn up 
by Committee on Statistics at its Hague meeting. 

b) The Committee of Experts on Statistics. 

The Committee of Experts on Statistics held its first meeting in The Hague 
on January loth and iith. This Committee grew out of a joint meeting in London 
on December 4th and 5th of representatives of the ‘Economic Commitee 
of the League of Nations, the International Labour Office and the International 
Institute of Statistics, to discuss what practical measures might be adopted to 
increase the comparability of methods in use in different countries in the compi- 
lation of economic statistics. 

This question was raised some time ago at the Genoa Conference, which referred 
it to the League of Nations. The Economic Committee of the League advised 
the Council that, in its opinion, it would be desirableTo obtain the considered opinion 
of the International Institute of Statistics as that Institute had been specially 
founded to promote uniformity in internatonal statistical methods. 

At the joint meeting in London the appointment of the Committee of Experts 
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was dedded upon in order to draw up memoranda on different. fields of statistics 
-to be submitted to the meeting of the Institute in Autumn 1923, This Committee, 
at its meeting at the Hague this month, discussed the general programme agreed 
upon in London and selected a series of Sub-Committees to draw up preliminary 
reports on the various fields of statistics in which the programme divides itself 
These reports will be discussed in detail at the next meeting in June. 

’ . c) The Financial Reconstruction of Austria. 

~ The Committee of Control of the Guarantor States met at Paris on January 27th, 
with M. Pantaleoni (Italy) in the chair. It examined the Austrian proposals regard- 
ing a loan, which were presented by the Commissioner- General of the League at 
Vienna, and noted the, explanations furnished by the Commissioner and the Austrian 
financial experts. _ 

On- January 29th, The Austrian Committee of the Council,- which is composed 
of representatives of Austria, ' France, Great -Britain, Italy and Czechoslovakia, 
beran its session, presided over by Lord Balfour. The Commissioner-General 
attended the meetings. - 

The Committee had to consider the report of the League Provisional Delegation 
on its wor-k at Vienna and the first monthly report of the Commissioner-General, 


2. The provisional health organisation. 


a) Fifth Session of the Health Committee. 

At its fifth session, held at Geneva from January 8th to 13th inclusive, the 
League Health Committee dealt with a weighty list of agenda and welcomed its 
new German- mpmber. Professor Bernard Nocht^ Director of the Hamburg Tropical 
Institute. 

Dr. Semyashko, Commissar of Health for Soviet Russia, also came to Geneva, 
where he discussed the health situation in Russia with the members of the Com- 
mittee, who sat as thfe international commission created in virtue of the agreement 
concluded at Genoa with the Soviet Health authorities. 


Interchange of Public Health Personnel. — The Committee decided to hold the 
next experimental course in the interchange of health personnel in Austria and 
England. The first course just concluded in Belgium and Italy had proved so 
successful that it was decided to use it, broadly speaking, as a model for, the second 
experiment, which similarly should be allowed a total period of three months (six 
weeks each in England and Austria) and include a series of lectures, visits to health 
institutions of all kinds, and -a period of practical apprenticeship to some branch 
of the health service of the country visited. For the latter purpose the medical 
officers taking the course are separated into small groups and scattered over 
the country. Nineteen States Have been asked to take part 'in this second course,

The Committee decided that during the first year these courses should be 
regarded as tentative and experimental. It was decided that four courses should 
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be held during 1923, two for general officers of health and two for specialists — 
in one case 'for assistants from hygienic laboratories, and in the other for medical 
officers that specialise in the fighting of malaria. ‘ _ 

Before the end of the session a telegram 'v^as received from the Italian Minister 
of the Interior, Signor Finzi, authorising the holding of an anti-malaria course in 
Italy, where the combating of this disease has developed into a highly perfected 
portion of the public health service. This course will be of special- interest for 
several European countries, including Russia, where malaria, pattly'in tropical 
forms, has spread from Turkestan and the Volga region far to the north and west 
of the country, as was explained by Dr. Semyashko. The following countries 
will be invited to send medical officers to the course in Italy . —

The Committee decided to hold a third collective course in the United States, 
as one of its objects is not to restrict the interchange of public.health personnel to 
Europe. 


Health Administration of Waterways. — The Health Committee began an entirely 
new line of work and gave a fresh illustration of how the various technical orga- 
nisations of the League work together when it approved the findings of a joint 
sub-committee, made up of members of the Transit and Health Committees, on 
the question of establishing certain minimum standards for the health admi- 
nistration of waterways. The wai, by establishing many new states and altering 
frontiers, has multiplied the number of international waterways in Europe. At , 
the same time the epidemic condition of Russia and the general post-war conditions 
make it doubly necessary that there should be effective measures against the spread 
of infectious diseases along water- ways. For this purpose the joint sub-committee 
laid down certain principles as regards the duty of health administrations of 
riparian States to notify promptly and frankly the existence of a disease, to avoid 
obstructing commerce and circulation by burdensome charges or restrictions, while 
maintaining a reasonable level of efficiency etc., and will proceed to collect infor- 
mation bearing on these points that may serve later as the technical basis for 
international conventions to regulate this question. The fifth session of the 
Health Committee saw the initiation of preparatory work on these lines, and a 
memorandum on the subject will be presented at the next session. 

Co-operation with the Opium Committee. — Similarly the Opium and Health 
Committees each appointed a few members to form a joint sub-committee which 
discussed the methods of carrying out an enquiry as to the quantities of opium 
and other dangerous drugs needed for legitimate consumption annually in*^cach 
country. • , ' " 


The Standardisation 0} Sera and Serological Tests. — The work of the two 
serological conferences and the whole programme of co-ordinate research work 
on the standardisation of sera and serological tests organised by the Health Com- 
mittee and now being undertaken in a number of, bacteriological laboratories and 
epidemiological institutes in Europe,^ Japan and the United States also came 
under review, and the Committee expressed its satisfaction at what had been 
achieved in this field already, and the promise of still more important results. 
In this connection a proposal was discussed to apply the same methods of co- 
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ordinate international research to the standardisation of certain biological pro- 
ducts used as very powerful drugs, such as digitalis, pituitary and thyroid extracts, 
« insuline » (the anti-diabetic hormone of the pancreas) and so forth. This ques- 
tion will be brought up at an International Physiological Congress to be held 
in July 1923, at Edinburgh. 

i Epidemiological Intelligence and Public Health Statistics. — The extension 
and perfection of the League Health Organisation’s service of epidemiological 
intelligence and public health statistics was also discussed. Dr. Edgar Syden- 
stricker, a statistician in charge of the United States Statistical Bureau, 
Washington, will come to Geneva to take charge of this bianch of the health 
organisation’s work. 

The, Health Organisation' s Courses tn Warsaw,MoscozOj and Kharkov. — The 
Committee expressed its satisfaction with the way in which the courses it had 
organised in Warsaw, Moscow and Kharkov for the purpose of training health 
officials in Russia and the border States in the combating of epidemics were being 
conducted, as wcllas at the progress made in creating hygienic museums and 
permanent centres of hygienic information in these towns. 

The Work of the Epidemic Commission. — Further, a report on the work 
of the League Epidemic Commission was discussed. The Epidemic Commission 
has extended its activities to Greece, where its agents, at the request first of 
'^Dr. Nansen and then of the Greek Government have taken over the work of anti- 
epidemic measures m the refugcecamps, chiefly by wholesale vaccination, and are 
also assisting the Greek Government with technical advice. The size of the problem 
may be gauged from the fact that the refugees total one-fifth ot the entire popu- 
lation of Greece and in some districts actually outnumber the resident popula- 
tion. 


Dr. Semyashko's Report. — The Members of the Committee, sitting as ,a 
special committee under the Genoa Agreement, heard with great interest the 
report read by Dr. Semyashko on the present epidemic condition of Russia, and 
the organisation of the Russian health administration. Proposals were discussed 
for co-operation between the health organisation and the Russian health autho- 
rities in the gathering of epidemiological intelligence, particularly as to the areas 
where cholera is endemic in Russia, and the degree of immunity against typhus 
acquired by contracting the disease. Moreover, Dr. Semyashko mentioned expe- 
riments that had been conducted on a large scale in Russia as to new methods of 
vaccination and immunisation against cholera, typhoid fever and dysentery. At 
Dr. Semyashko’s suggestion it was decided to nominate an expert who would co- 
operate with the Russian health authorities in investigating the possibilities of 
these methods. 

3. Communications and Transit. 

The Transit and Communications Committee held two meetings at Geneva 
which came to an end on the 12th January A speciaLsub-committee had been 
appointed at the last plenary session to study, t()gfci.aer;’j.Tth the Opium Committee, 
what measures might be possible,to facilitate and render more effective the control 
of the traffic in opium in free ports. This sub-committee held three meetings 
with Dr. Sti^venard in the chair, and aftfer studying various types of free ports, 
drew up a detailed and complete plan that appears calcula.ted to satisfy the requi- 
rements of the Opium Committee without in any way infringing upon the faci- 
lities for legitimate trade offered by free ports. ■ 
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Further, a joint sub-committee of the Transit and- Health Committees met 
to study methods ot preventing the spread of disease along inland waterways (see 
account of the fifth Session of the Health Committee). 

The Railway Sub-Committee of the Communications and Transit Com- 
mittee met at Paris on January 17th order to begin the preliminary work in connec- 
tion with a general convention for international railway traffic such as is provided 
for by the Treaty of Versailles and was demanded at the Conferences of Barcelona 
and Genoa.

According to the plan approved by the Assembly, this Convention should 
comprise the general principles of the various special conventions now in force as 
well as the agreements between railway administrations regulating international 
traffic; m this way the general convention would give the fullest possible extension 
to the principles of existing conventions while lending the support of the Govern- 
ments to the efforts of railway administrations to reach a mutua'l understanding. 

The Sub-Committee is to work out a first draft scheme, which will be sub: 
miLted to the League organisations concerned and subsequently to the Govern- 
ments; the final convention will be drawn up at the second general conference of 
Communications and Transit (the first was held, it will be remembered, in the spring 
of 1921 at Barcelona) which is to meet next autumn. 


V. — Administrative Questions. 

I-, 

. I. Danzig. 

At the Council session of September 1922 the League Financial Committee 
declared it to be desirable that the Reparations Commission should ascertain whether 
a moratorium could be granted to the Free City, and that the Inter- Allied Allo'- 
cation Commission should complete without delay its work, of dividing former 
German State property between Danzig and Poland (i). 

In a letter dated January 6th 1923, the Reparations Commission announced 
that it would grant a moratorium of twelve months for Danzig's debts connected 
with former German State property allocated to the Free City and for that portion 
of the Gerrnan and Prussian debts for Avhich the Free City w’as liable. As regards 
the obligat ons of the Free City arising out of the Inter- Allied occupation and admi- 
nistration 1:1 1920 and those in connection with the Joint Boundaries (Committee, 
the Reparations Commission pointed out that this question was not within its com- 
petence, and chat, in its opinion, the Conference of Ambassadors was the competent 
body to consider these matters. 

Appointment of the High Commissioner. — General Sir Richard Haking, who 
has just been appointed to an important post in Egypt, was made League High 
Commissioner for Danzig on December 17th, 1920 for' a period of one year dating 
from January 20th, 1921. His term of office was renew'ed for a further period of (*)

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one year, i. e., from' January 20th, 1922 to January iptli, 1923. The Council will, 
therefore, have to appoint a new High Commissioner.. . . ’ ' , 

Other questions on tho Council’s agenda concern mainly appeals by the Danzig 
or Polish authorities against decisions of the High Commissioner, and have been 
dealt with in previous issues (i). 

2. The Saar Basin. 

The notes of the German Government protesting against the presence of French 
troops and gendarmerie and the jurisdiction of French Courts-Martial in the Saar 
Territory have' already been dealt with in the Summary (2). On the agenda of 
the twenty-third Session of the Council figure two further questions : the appoint- 
ment of the Members of the Saar Governing Commission and the measures to be 
taken in view of the Plebiscite. 

Appoiniment of the Chairman and thee members of the Governing^Commission. 
— The term of office of the Chairman, M. Rault (French), and three members of the 
Commission, Major Lambert (Belgian), Mr. Waugh (Canadian), and Count Moltke 
Huitfeldt (Dane), expires on February 13th, 1923; the Council will therefore have 
to appoint one French member of the Commission and three of neither French nor 
German nationality. The Council will also have to consider the appointment of 
the Chairman, who is selected from among the members of the Commission. Accord-; 
mg to the Treaty of Versailles the appointment of the Chairman and members of 
the Commission is made for one year and may be renewed. 

Preliminary measures for the Plebiscite. — M. Bonzon has communicated for 
submission to the Council a report concerning the official documents which, in 
view of the Plebiscite of 1935, should be placed under the special protection of the 
League. . — 

Adhesion of the Saar ^Territory to the Berne Intei-national Convention (iSgo) on 
Railway Transport. — The German Government and the Chairman of the Governing 
Commission advised the Secretary-General that both these parties had ratified the 
Convention on Railway Traffic with the Saar Territory, as drawn up at Luxemburg 
on November 24th, 1922 by the Committee on Communications and Transit (3). 

Copies of the Convention signed by the Chairman of the Governing Commission 
and by the German Minister for Foreign Affairs, Herr von Rosenberg, have been 
exchanged; the Convention has therefore entered in force (Article VI., Convention 
on Railway Traffic, etc.). 


VI. — Political Questions. 

I. The Mosul question. 

On January 25th, 1923, the British Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
Lord Curzon, addressed to the Secretary-General of the League the following letter : 

“{ desire, in exercise of the friendly right conferred by Article XL of the Cove- 
nant of the League of Nations, to bring to the attention of the forthcoming meeting 
of the Council of the League the case of the disputed frontier between the Turkish 
dominions in Asia Minor and the' mandated territory of, Iraq.

"At a meeting on January 23rd of the Conference now being held at Lausanne 
I stated publicly my intention on behalf of the British Government to refer this 
case to the League of Nations as a matter affecting international relations which 
unfortunately threatens to disturb international peace and the good understanding 
between nations upon which peace depends. 

"1 beg you to be good enough to enter this subject upon the Agenda papci of 
.the Pans meeting of the Council, when it will be more fully explajned by the Repre- 
sentative of His Majesty’s Government.” 

This letter has therefore been placed on the agenda list of the twenty-thiid 
session of Council. 

2. The DELIMITAIJON OF THE HtJKGAItl.AK-CzECHOSLOVAK FRONTIER. 

The Confeience of Ambassadors has forwarded to the Council of the League 
the leports of the Delimitation Commission relative to the mining district of Salgo- 
Tarjan, which forms part of the frontier between Hungary and Czechoslovakia. 

According to these reports, the votes of the Commission on maintaining the 
fionticr as defined in the Treaty of Trianon or proceeding to its rectification were 
equally divided, a majority in favour of an appeal to the League for rectification by 
friendly settlement being obtained by the casting-vote of the Chairman. 

By the covering letter (May 6th, T920) to the Treaty of Trianon, the Allied 
and Associated Powers agree that, in such circumstances, the Council of the League, 
if so requested by one of the interested parties, may offer its services for a friendly 
settlement of the question. 

As the Royal Hungarian Government has already appealed to this effect to 
the Council, and the Czechoslovak Government, although taking no formal steps 
in the matter, has made no objection to this procedure, the question has been placed 
on the agenda of the forthcoming Council session. The Council will decide whether 
it will take up the question and, in this case, what procedure it will adopt. ' 


V!J. — Social and Humanitarian Questions. 

I. Russian refugees. 

As a result of the generous hospitality of the Bulgarian and Serb-Croat-Slovcnc 
Goetrnmens, the High Commissariat of the League of Nations states in a report to 
the Council that it has secured the evacuation from Constantinople of 17,000 re- 
fugees. The approximate cost of this operation is £ 2.10s 0 a head 

The Constantinople office has cooperated actively with the American Red 
Cro'-s, the American Relief Administration and the Jewish refugee organisations, and 
h.is received valuable assistance from the British and French Governments. 

At the request of the British Government, which placed the sum of £ 150,000 at 
the disposal of the High Commissioner for this work. Dr. Nansen has assumed res- 
jionsibility for 4,600 lefugces in Egypt, Cyprus and the Serb-Cront-SIovene Kingdom. 
His report describes the measures taken to ensure their welfare. 

The system of identity certificates for defining the legal statu.s of Russian refu- 
gect ha*- been accepted by twenty States : 

Albania, Austi la, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Finland, France, Germany, Great Britain, 
Greece, Guatemala, Holland, Italy, Japan, Latvia, Lithuania, Norway, Roumania, 
Spam, Scrb-Croat-Slovcne Kingdom. Switzerland. 


2. Asia Minor Refugees. 

In a iLport on condition', m the refugee camps in and around Athens, the repre- 
sentative in Greece of the High Commissioner of the League states that there are 
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now too, 000 refugees in that city with more arrnnng daily in the belief that they 
will obtain more food and assistance there. Every inch of available space is occu- 
pied, the refugees being concentrated in schools, churches, stations, markets, shops, 
warehouses, factories and even bathing establishments. Almost all of them are 
still m their summer clothes — reduced to rags — in which they fled three months ago. 
There are practically no men among them and the mortality is enormous owing to 
lack of food (the only daily ration is a slice of very inferior black bread) and to the 
absence of sanitary arrangements. The condition of the children is pitiable. 

Constructive schemes for the amelioration of similar conditions in the districts 
of Dedeagatch and Gumuldjina are being actively carried out by the representatives 
of the High Commissariat. A base hospital and feeding stations are already in 
existence and new villages are to be established, farmhouses built, and land culti- 
vated. These schemes will be developed on a substantial scale if adequate funds 
are made available as a result of Dr. Nansen’s World Appeal. The following contri- 
butions, totalling roughly 830,000 Swiss francs, have been received to date for 
Asia Minor Refugees : ,

Five hundred tons of flour (value £ 9,ooo) have been bought in Egypt and dis- 
tributed to about 10,000 refugees at Chios. One thousand tons of flour (£17,000) 
have been bought through the Bulgarian Government and foui -fifths of this distri- 
buted in Greece through the American Red Cross. Dr. Nansen’s Constantinople 
office has provided for the installation (£18,900) of hospitals and camps for upwards 
of 10,000 refugees in Western Thrace and arrangements have been made to distri- 
bute one million rations and supplies and equipments foi three months. An agri- 
cultural reconstruction scheme is being undertaken in conjunction with these camps 
and the establishment of four villages has been started. Gifts have been received 
from the Belgian Government of 2,000 tents and 2,000 blankets, and from the 
Polish' Government of 30 large tents. The transport has been arranged of 155,000 
Greek refugees from Asia Minor and Eastern Thrace to Greece, and of 10,000 Mus- 
sulman refugees from Constantinople to Smyrna. 


3. Fourth Session of the Advisory Committee on Traffic in Opium. 


The Advisory Committee on Opium held its fourth session at Geneva during 
the second week of January.

The Chairman gave a cordial welcome to Dr. Rupert Blue, by whom the United 
Slates of America were represented on the Committee for the first time, and expres- 
sed the Committee’s sense of the value of American co-operation. 

The question of the best means of ascertaining the world’s requirements of 
opium, morphine, cocaine, etc., in order to limit production to legitimate needs 
had been discussed on January 4th by a Joint Sub-Committee formed from the 
Health and Opium Committees, and its Report was submitted to the Plenary 
Opium Committee. The members agreed to accept the method proposed in the 
report, which entailed the adoption of four different systems of^enquiry, to be 
conducted simultaneously, their results being afterwards compared and tested 
in the light of each other. 

These four systems are, first, adding the imports and manufactures of a country 
and subtracting the exports; second, direct enquiries made in hospitals and from 
chemists, dispensing physicians, dentists and veterfnary surgeons; third, the sta- 
tistics of disease together with the figures for the consumption of narcotics in the 
hospitals; fourth, the statistics obtained through the use of import and export 
certificates. 

• The Committee noted the opinion of the Joint Sub-Committee that medical 
use should be considered the only legitimate use of opium and other dangerous 
drugs and that, in the opinion of doctors, the use of opium as a stimulant could not 
be considered legitimate even in tropical countries; the representative for India, 
however, made a reservation, owing to the special needs of the Indian people. As 
the United States representative wished an opportunity for discussing the whole 
question, it was decided to place on the agenda for the next meeting oi'the Com- 
mittee the question as to what constitutes a "legitimate” use of opium. 

The principal task before the Committee, however, was to discuss, at the inst- 
ance of the Assembly, a proposal that Governments should be asked to agree to 
import opium and other drugs only from those countries which had brought into 
force the International Opium Convention and adopted the system of Import and 
Export Certificates recommended by the League. The purpose underlying this 
proposal is that the whole trade in dangerous drugs should be confined to those 
countries which are willing to carry out effective control of their imports and 
exports, and that those States which act independently of this international control 
will either be induced to co-operate or else cease to find a market for their supplies. 

The Committee discussed the question thoroughly and strongly divergent 
opinions were expressed. During the course of the debate news was received which 
may have important bearing on the situation. It was stated that the Turkish 
Delegation was favourably considering adhesion to the Opium Convention. Infor- 
mation was also received from the Persian Mimster at Monaco that his Government 
intended, at an early date, to submit the Convention, without reservation, to Par- 
liament for ratification. Enquiries made of the Swiss Government showed that 
the question of ratification was receiving consideration. Owing to the seriousness 
of the measure proposed and the possible changes in the situation the Committee 
decided to defer giving its final opinion until the next meeting Jin May, and to 
request the Council in the meantime to take all possible steps to secure universal 
co-operation. 
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- I. — Summary of the Month. 

The principal events of the month were the twenty-third session of the Council, 
which was held at Paris from January 29th to February 3rd, and an extraordinary 
session of the Permanent Court of International Justice, which opened on Ja- 





nuary 8th and came to an end at the beginning of February. The Temporary-Mixed 
Commission for the Rcductjon of Armaments met from February pth to I2th at 
Geneva. 

The twenty-third session of the Council, which was presided over by M. Viviani, 
was attended for the first time by representatives of the two new, non-permanent 
Members — Sweden and Uruguay — elected in September 1922 by the third Assembly.

The outstanding subject on the agenda of the Council meeting was the exami- 
nation of the application of the programme for the financial restoration of Austria, 
which had been drawn up by the League m September 1922. Information received 
from the Provisional Delegation of the League, which worked at Vienna from October 
to December, and from the Commissioner-General, enabled the Council, at a public 
session attended by the Austrian Chancellor, Mgr. Seipel, to appreciate the import- 
ance of the results achieved, and of the various reforms, and also the indeniable 
diflhculty of the task. Several resolutions were adopted, among which may be 
specially mentioned that inviting the interested Governments to hasten the conclu- 
sion of treaties of commerce with Austria and that authorising the Austrian Govern- 
ment to issue a short-term loan of 3 f million pounds sterling. 

Political questions before the Council included the problem of the Hungarian- 
Czechoslovak frontier and the Polish-Lithuanian difference regarding the neutral 
zone. In the ^fst Case the two parties asked the Council to lend its good offices 
for arbitration; in the second, the Council announced its decision regarding a tem- 
porary administrative line in the neutral zone in the region of Vilna. 

Two important questions of an economic nature were on the agenda : the 
organisation of an international Conference on Customs formalities, to which the 
Council decided to invite all States Members of the League, Germany, Mexico, the 
United States and Ecuador; and a request of the Greek Government for a report 
on a loan project in favour of Greek refugees, which was referred to the League-’s 
Financial Committee 

The Council approved the report of the Committee on Intellectual Cooperation 
On Its investigation of the conditions of intellectual 'life in the different countries 
and its endeavours to promote the exchange of books and ..cientific instruments. 

Further subjects of consideration were questions concerning' the Saar territory, 
Danzig, and the protection of minorities in Poland, Esthonia and Latvia. The 
Council appointed Mr. S. MacDonnell High Commissioner of the League at Danzig 
and renewed the term of office of four members of the Saar Governing Commission, 
including that of the Chairman. It also settled the rules of procedure in connec- 
tion with petitions from inhabitants of mandated territories. 

The Permanent Court of International Justice, at a public session on Fe- 
bruary 7th, announced its advisory opinion on the Franco-British difference as to 
the nationality decrees issued in Tunis and Morocco. Without entering into the 
merits of the case, the Court is of opinion that, according to international law, the 
question involved is not one of purely French jurisdiction. 

The Temporary Mixed Commission for the Reduction of Armaments had mainly 



to ccinsider the draft of a general treaty of mutual guarantee whirh was submitted 
by Lord Robert Cecil. It was decided, in order to facilitate further study, to com- 
municate this draft to the Governments of States; Members of the League, and to 
submit it to the Permanent Advisory Commission for Military, Naval and Air 
Questions as well as to a special Sub-Committee. 

On February 26th, an interchange of sanitary staff, arranged by the League 
Health Organisation, began in London under the direction of the British Health 
. Ministry, and will continue for three months in England and Austria. 

A Sub-Committee of Railway Experts, appointed by the Committee on Com- 
munications and Transit, also met during the month in London, for the purpose 
of drawing up a general convention on the international regime of railways. 

A new League publication has been compiled from reports sent in by twenty- 
five States represented at the Brussels Financial Conference (1920). This work 
shows in what measure the recommendations of the Conference have been^put into 
force and is at the same time a valuable document on the financial and commercial 
situation of the countries in question. 


II. — The Financial Reconstruction of Austria. 

a) The Council Resolutions. — The 'progress ^made jinj the execution of the 
scheme for the financial reconstruction of Austria during the jfirst four months, yras 
closely examined during the meeting of the Council, and at a public session full 
details wefe given in speeches and reports of what had been done and what 
remained to be done. These speeches and documents, together with the reso- 
lutions passed, are issued in a special supplement to the Monthly Summary. 

,At the public meeting of the Council, Lord Balfour, President of the Council 
Committee on Austria, emphasised the importance of the results achieved. The 
task, he said, seemed so great in October last in Geneva, that while there was the 
utmost good-will shown on the part of everyone concerned, there was, nevertheless, 
a feeling that what had been undertaken was of s.uch magnitude that even the 
most’ sanguine cquld not look forward with any assurance to the ‘suc^ss of the great 
enterprise on which they were engaged. Being able to look back 'over what had 
been done on so great a scale and with such admirable goodwill during the past 
four months, they could now look forward in a very different spirit of confidence 
and with the best hopes for Austria’s financial recovery. The external loan had 
been guaranteed by various Governments to the extent of 93%, and as regarded 
the important, but relatively small sum that still remained to be guaranteed, it 
Was hoped that the nations now considering the question would find themselves in 
the position to take their share. The security offered was one which the investing 
public would be well advised in its own interest favourably to consider. 

The Austrian Chancellor, Monsignor Seipel, in his statement to the Council, 
expressed his gratitude to the League of Nations for what had been done m cir- 
cumstances for which there was^no precedent. Austria, he said, had two requests 
to bring forward. The first was to be placed as soon as possible in actual posses- 
sion of foreign credits, and the second was that the hard and fast economic barriers 
which the war and post-war period had erected between nations should be abolished. 

Mr. Zimmerman, Commissioner-General of the League in Vienna, declared that 
the doubts and apprehension which he had entertained before his arrival at Vienna 
had given place to a confidence which was being reinforced daily. 

Various resolutions were adopted. In addition to the one already noted, one 
of the most Important authorised Austria to negotiate a short-term loan of 3 ’ mil- 
lions sterling, for the particular purpose of' which the Governments, which had 
already undertaken guarantees, agreed to any necessary addition to their percent- 
ages so as to complete the lOO % guarantee. Another important resolution, adopted 
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on the proposal of M. Salandra, embodied what had been done and the whole policy 
of the Council. 

Finally, the President of the Council, M. Viviani,''said~the League had reason 
to be proud of the work that it had done in this connection as well as upon other 
questions which the Governments had referred to it. The efforts made by the 
League for the financial reconstruction of Austria were evidence of the practical 
nature of the League’s work. 

6) More recent developments. — Immediately after authorisation had been given 
for the raising of the shortterm loan of 3 ; millions sterling, the Austrian Government 
opened negotiations on the subject. These were carried out under the direction of 
the Federal Finance Minister, with the result that the financial markets of six diffe- 
rent countries have undertaken to take part in the loan in the following proportions :

This credit, which is to be under the control of the Commissioner-General, will 
be used to cover the Austrian budget deficit for a few months, when further credit 
operations can be launched. 

During the month of February, the Austrian Government has carried out a 
number of reforms of a detailed character, and it is becoming evident" that the steps 
taken during the preceding months are beginning to bear fruit. The reduction 
of State employees increased to 2g,g4i between January r5th and February 24th, ^ 
and the receipts during January from customs and the tobacco monopoly, which 
form the Austrian securities for external credits, increased by 25 milliards pom- 
pared with the December figure. 

Regarding the budget for 1923, established on a basis of agreement concluded 
in November last between the Austrian Government and the League representatives 
at Vienna, the,^eficit now foreshadowed in the Government’s budget is 162 million 
gold crowns, instead of 220 million gold crowns, the maximum agreed to with the 
League representatives, and less than one half of the original estimate made three 
months ago. , 

Although the economic situation is unfavourably affected by the stabilisation 
of the crown and the general economic crisis in Europe, there are certain promising 
signs. The balance of trade for 1922 showed a considerable improvement upon 
1921, the economic relations between Austria and her neighbours and other Euro- 
pean States are slowly improving, and the number of unemployed tends to diminsh 
slightly in certain branches of industry. It appears that the German crisis and the 
present difficulties of production in certain German industrial districts have resulted 
in metallurgical orders being placed in Austria, bringing a fairly considerable increase 
of activity. 

The crown ‘remains stable, and deposits in banks and savings banks continue 
to rise. The cost of living for February showed an increase of 2%, due chiefly to 
the increase of rents and of the price of coal. 


III. — Reduction of Armaments. 

I. Council Resolutions 

At its January meeting the Council continued its examination, begun in Oc- 
tober, of the Assembly resolutions on the reduction of armaments. 
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With regard to the question of a Treaty of Mutual Guarantee, the Council 
agreed with the Permanent Advisory Committee for Military, Naval and Air Ques- 
tions that a final report should not be drawn up on this subject until it had been 
examined at an early date from a technical point of view. It expressed its satis- 
faction with the work already done by the Committee and asked it to continue along 
the same lines and to consider, from the technical aspect alone and without refer- 
ence to the political situation, the possibility of applying the principle contained 
in the Assembly resolution. 

'The Council decided that the international conference for the reduction of 
naval armaments will be held at a date to be fixed later after the close of the Santiago 
Conference. The agenda for this conference will include the extension to States 
Members of the League of the principles of the Naval Treaty of Washington, and 
the adherence of these States to the treaty concluded at Washington on February 6th, 
1922, regarding the use of asphyxiating gases and submarines. The Council decid- 
ed that non-Members of the League should also be informed of this conference. 

With regard to the Assembly resolution on the reduction by certain States of 
their expenditure on armaments to the figures of 1913, the Council decided to trans- 
mit to the Governments concerned, the Assembly’s recommendation, asking them 
to reply before June ist, 1923, as to what action they were prepared to take. 

In execution of the Assembly’s decision that the statistical enquiry for 1923 
should apply only to peace-time armaments and expenditure on armaments, the 
Council authorised the Secretariat to transmit, after examination by the Temporary 
Mixed Commission, the tables prepared by the Permanent Commission to the Go- 
vernments of the States Members of the League with the request that they would 
give the desired information before June ist, 1923. 

It was decided to postpone the consideration of what action should be taken 
on the Assembly resolution for the control of traffic in arms and munitions and 
private manufacture. 

Finally, the Council decided to urge States Members of the League which had 
not yet replied to the enquiry concerning their requirements for national security 
to do so before June ist, 1923. 


2.. Sixth session of the temporary mixed Commission for )T1ie reduction 

OF armaments 

The Temporary Mixed Commission for the Reduction of Armaments (i) met 
at Geneva on the 9th-i2th February. This short session was devoted principally 
to examining progress made in the work on hand and to a preliminary exchange 
of views on a draft treaty of mutual guarantee between States submitted by Lord 
Robert Cecil. The Commission also took note of a communication on the subject 
of the Disarmament Conference held at Moscow from the 2nd to the 12th December 
1922 and of information received regarding the Pan-American Conference, which 
will meet at Santiago (Chile) on March 25th. 

Mutual Guarantee between States. — It may be remembered that, in September 
1921, the Second Assembly requested the Tempbrary Mixed Commission (2) to 
make suggestions for a scheme for the reduction of national armaments. At the 
third session ot the Commission, in February 1922, Lord Esher submitted the text 
of nine resolutions. Five months later the Commission, reinforced by seven new 
members in accordance with an Assembly resolution, considered a draft resolution 
in four articles, submitted by Lord Robert Cecil, on the principles of disarmament.

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In this Lord Robert stated thjit Governrtients could not assume the responsibility 
of a serious reduction in armaments unless they received in exchange a satisfactory 
guarantee of the safety of their, country. 

The Temporary Mixed Commission laid this question of a general Treaty of 
Mutual Guarantee before the Assembly, which in September 1922, after an intensive 
discussion, drew up a Resolution containing a statement of principle (l). At the 
same time it asked the Council to invite the opinion of the various Governments 
on the Resolution, of which four have so far replied. The Assembly also requested 
the Temporary Mixed Commission to prepare a draft treaty based on the principles 
laid down in its resolution. 

For this purpose Lord Robert Cecil drew up a general draft trehty, which was 
submitted to the Commission at its recent session. , After a preliminary exchange 
of views the Commission decided in order to facilitate further discussion to refer 
this draft treaty to the Permanent Advisory Commission on Military, Naval and 
Air Questions for a technical opinion. It also appointed a special sub-commissioft 
to study Lord Robert Cecil’s draft and to prepare a Report after hearing the opinion 
of the Permanent Advisory Commission, on the understanding that this should be 
given before the 1st May. This sub-commission is composed of the following mem- 
bers . General Inagaki (Japan), General Marinis (Italy), Lieut.-Colonel Requin 
(France), Mr, E, Lohner (Switzerland), M. Jansen (Belgium). Mr. Bonm-Longare 
(Italy), M. Jouhaux (France), Lord Robert Cecil (British Empire). 

Finally, the Commission requested the Council to communicate Lord Robert 
Cecil’s draft to the Governments of the States-Members of the League, asking them 
to examine it and to give their opinion. 

The Temporary Mixed Commission also discussed the action to be taken on 
certain resolutions passed by the Assembly concerning armaments. 

Pnvate manufacture of arms and control of the international traffic in arms. 
Chemical warfare. — In accordance with a resolution passed by the Third Ass- 
embly (2) declaring it to be highly desirable “that the Government of the United 
States should express the objections which it has to formulate to the provisions of 
the Convention of St. Germain, as well as any proposals which it may care to make 
as to the way' in which these objections can be overcome’’, the Temporary Mixed 
Commission suggested that the Council should invite the Government of the United 
States to make concrete proposals with regard to the general line of collaboration 
that it would be prepared to offer to the other governments for the control of the 
trade in and pnvate manufacture of arms 

It may be lemembercd that the Third Assembly (3) approved the action of 
the Temporary Mixed Commission in appointing a special sub-committee to report 
on the probable effects of chemical discoveries in any future war and urged the 
Council and the Temporary Mixed Commission to take every possible means to 
secure the fullest publicity for this Report. The Commission therefore decided to 
write to the experts in the various countries, especially in those where the chemical 
industry is most advanced, in order to collect as much relevant information as 
possible. 

Statistical Enquiry on Aimaments. Limitation of Militaiy, Naval and Air Expen- 
diture to the figures for igi3. — The Commission instructed the Secretariat to continue 
its analytical study of expenditure on armaments and to procure detailed informa- 
tion on the methods of obtaining the st.atistics and on the relations between home 
and colonial budgets, etc,, so as to be able to produce, before the next Assembly, 
a new and more complete publication on national expenditure on armaments during 
the®^ycars since the war.

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Certain objections of a technicEll nature arose in connection with a recommen‘ 
dation passed by the Assembly, that European States whose legal status had not 
been modified by the war and which were not at the moment engaged in military 
operations justifying enlarged armaments, should be invited to reduce the total of 
their military, naval and air expenditure to the figures for 1913. The Commission 
therefore agreed that it would be preferable to give the Council and the Assembly a 
further opportunity for examining the question. 

Statements of Governments on their Requirements for National Security. Exchange 
of information, behoeen the States- Members of the League. Reduction of Naval Ar- 
maments. — The Committee instructed the Secretariat to prepare a comparative 
analysis of the replies of the Governments to the questionnaire on their require- 
ments for national security and also to draw up a plan regarding steps to be taken 
for the exchange of military information between States-Members of the League. 
It decided to ask the Permanent Commission to examine the question of extending 
to States non-Members of the League the principles of the scheme ptepared by this 
Commission in view of the coming international conference on the reduction of 
naval armaments. 

Moscow and Santiago Conference. A conference on disarmament was held at 
Moscow from the 2nd to the 12th December, to which Finland, Esthonia, Latvia, 
Poland (representing also Roumania) and Lithuania were invited by the Russian 
Soviet Government. Prince Januth Radziwill, chief of the Polish Delegation to 
this Conference, gave the Temporary Mixed Commission an account of its work. 

Statements by M. Valdes (Chili) and M. Urrutia (Colombia) regarding the sub- 
mission to the Santiago Conference (March 1923) of the question of disarmament 
as well as information on the subject received by the Secretariat were noted by the 
Temporary Mixed Commission. These statements were in line with the special 
interest in this question shown by the Third Assembly. 

Declaration made by the Labour members of the Temporary Mixed Commission. 
The three members of the Commission chosen by the labour group of. the Governing 
Body of the International Labour Office : M. Jouhaux (France), • Mr. Oudegeest 
(Holland), Mr. Backlund — substitute for Mr. Thorberg — (Sweden) presented, on 
the last day of the meeting, a statement insisting on the need of realising moral 
disarmament as a prelude to material disarmament and asldng tfie League of Na- 
tions to seek ways and means by which this moral disarmament might be secured 
in accordance with the resolution passed by the Assembly in 1922 (i). 

The following is the text of the declaration : 

"We, the 'undersigned, having been appointed by the organised workers of 
almost all countries to represent labour interests on the Governing Body of the 
International Labour Office, and having been chosen by that office, at the request 
bf the Council of the League of Nations, to collaborate in the work of the Tempo- ' 
rary Mixed Commission, feel bound to call attention to the following : 

"That the work of the Temporary Mixed Commission, which aims at the limi- 
tation of armaments, cannot produce any useful results except in so far as it is 
adapted to a situation of moral disarmament ; 

"That one of the conditions calculated to hasten this moral disarmament is 
the promotion of "international co-operation and the achievement of international 
peace and security” (first paragraph of the Preamble to the Covenant of the League 
of Nations); ‘ 

"That, the present European situation cannot be described as favourable to

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•the development of this co-operation and to the realisation of moral disarmament, 
vhich is the precursor of material disarmament : 

"That, in view of this situation, it is the study of the League of Nations to seek 
for ways and means by which moral disarmament may be secured, m view of the 
fact that "the League of Nations has for its object the establishment of universal 
peace” (Preamble of Part 13 of the Treaty of Peace); 

"That, moreover, the Assembly of 1922 solemnly affirmed that this was its 
desire by adopting Motion No. 16; 

"For these reasons, we ask the Temporary Mixed Commission to insert this 
declaration in its minutes in order that the Council of the League of Nations may 
duly take note thereof.” 


IV. — General Questions. 

I. The permanent court of international justice 

Nationality Decrees in Tunis and Morocco. — The Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice, announcing in public session on February 7th its conclusion on the 
first question submitted to it with reference to a case between two nations, express- 
ed the opinion that the Franco-British dispute concerning the Nationality Decrees 
promulgated in Tunis and Morocco is not a matter which by international law is 
solely Within the domestic jurisdiction of France. The Court, without entering 
into the merits of the dispute, held that the Council of the League had jurisdiction 
to deal with the dispute as brought before it by the British Govenmient. 

Immediately after the pronouncement of this opinion, and in accordance with 
the previous agreement between France and Great Britain that the whole dispute, 
considered by the Court to be not exclusively of domestic concern, should be referred 
to arbitration or to judicial settlement, the Agent of the French Government for- 
mally requested the Court to place on record that France proposed to Great Britain 
to submit the whole dispute to the Court for judgment. The British Agent, in 
reply, stated that he was not authorised definitely to pronounce on the French 
proposal, but that his Government would give it the most careful consideration. 

The Court, »it will be recalled, had been summoned in Extraordinary Session 
on January 8th, to give an advisory opinion on the question submitted to it by the 
Council, as to "whether the dispute between France and Great Britain as to the 
nationality decrees issued in Tunis and Morocco (French zone) on November 8th, 
1921, and their application to British subjects is or is not by international law solely 
a matter of domestic jurisdiction (Article XV., paragraph 8 oft he Covenant)”. 

The Court was constituted as follows : M. Loder, President, M. Weiss, Vice- 
President, Lord Finlay, MM. Nyholm, Moore, Anzillotti, Huber, judges, MM. Beich- 
mann and Negulesco, deputy-judges. M. Altamira, who had taken part in the delibe- 
rations, had to leave the Hague before the opinion was pronounced. 

The Court’s opinon, having described the procedure followed — the deposit of 
Cases and Counter-Cases, the delivery of oral statements at public sessions, and the 
deposit of final conclusions by both Parties, — explains in detail the circumstances 
in which the question w'as submitted. An analysis of the diplomatic correspond- 
ence indicates how the difference of opinion arose betv,'een the Governments of 
France and Great Britain after the promulgation of the decrees; how proposals to 
submit this difference to arbitration met with no success; how in these circumstances 
the question was laid before the Council of the League of Nations; and how, finally, 
a doubt having been raised with regard to the competence of the Council, the 
question of that body's competence was submitted to the Court by unanimous deci- 
sion of the Council. 

The opinion makes clear at the outset that the c/urt was called to decide only 
upon the nature and not upon the merits of the dispute. Consequently, nothing in

the opinion given was to be interpreted as indicating an opinion on the merits of 
the case. 

The question submitted must, in the view of the Court, be answered in the light 
of Article XV, paragraph 8, of the Covenant which provides that matters "which 
by international law are solely within the domestic jurisdiction" of a State shall not 
against the will of that State come within the competence of the Council of the 
League. The doctrine of the Court with regard to the interpretation of this pro- 
vision may be summarised as follows : 

The "exclusive jurisdiction” of States comprises matters which in principle 
are not regulated by international law. The ambit of this jurisdiction varies with 
the development of international relations; consequently it is purely relative. 
Moreover, even as regards matters included within this jurisdiction, the right of a 
State to use its unfettered discretion may be restricted by international engagement. 
The mere fact that international engagements are invoked does not, however, 
suffice to remove from the exclusive jurisdiction of a State a dispute which, in prin- 
ciple, falls within that jurisdiction; these international engagements must be of a 
nature to justify the provisional conclusion that they may be of juridical import- 
ance for the dispute. 

In applying this doctrine to the question under consideration, the Court had 
to examine the more important legal grounds and arguments advanced by the 
Parties to the extent required for the appreciation of the nature of the dispute. 

The Court accordingly proceeded to deal with the contention that France has, 
in Tunis and Morocco, the same exclusive right to legislate on nationality questions 
as in France itself, and also with the contention that the local sovereignty of the 
protected State, together with the public powers exercised by the protecting State, 
may form a substitute for full sovereignty. Similarly, it touched upon the question 
whether the capitulatory rights of Great Britain in Tunis and in Morocco still subsist 
or have lapsed. The Court also referred to the argument advanced by Great Britain 
and based on the most-favoured-nation clause, as well as to the French contention, 
according to which Great Britain has formally recognised the right of France to 
legislate in Tunis under the same conditions as in the mother country on the subject 
of nationality. 

It was as a result of its considerations on these points that the Court gave to 
the question submitted to it a reply in the negative; that is to say, it affirmed that 
the dispute did not solely fall within the domestic jurisdiction of France, as this 
was understood by the Court, and that consequently the Council had jurisdiction 
to deal with the dispute as brought before it by the British Government. 


2. Amendments to the Covenant 

During the past month the British Government deposited at the Secretariat 
the instruments of ratification of the amendments to the following Articles of the 
Covenant : IV. (Election of the Non-Permanent Members of the Council), XIII, 
(Arbitration), XV. (Procedure of Conciliation) and XXVI. (Amendments). 


3. Article X. of the Covenant 

The Canadian Proposal for the Amendment of Article X. of the Covenant by 
which Members of the'League "undertake to respect and preserve as against external 
aggression the territorial integrity and existing political independence of all Memb- 
ers of the League” was discussed by the Council at its meeting in Paris. The^ 
decision was taken, first, to invite all States Members of the League to communicate 
to the Council any observations they may care to make on the subject before

On Novemhtt iQth, 1922 Fmlioil asl.d fhe Council m au'crdancc with 
Articl' XIV of the Covenant, to refer the question as to the nature of the case to 
the Permanent Court of International Justice At the Council so«sion just held, 
M Enekell elaborated the mews of bis Government and the members of the Council 
decided tu caamme the question along these lines

The Geneva Protocols wae signed on October 4th, 1022 
The scheme cmhooied in these Protocols is described intho olonfhly Summary 
Supplement of October It is cssi-nbally one of ^Hsnvtaf reconstruction It 
aims at enabling Austria to balance her budget m two years, by the end of I9'’4, 
and to be thenceforth m a position to meethcreTpendituruWith her revenue witlu-ut 
either borrowing or inflation As it was c«sential, however, that mflation 'hould 
stop at once, wniie il would take two years to rudnee expenditure and increase taecs 
i^nough to balance the budget, it was ncwssjry to meet tne ocficit of the two years 
by loans The scheme required that the nfxxs«ary loans for thi* fir't few months 
should be raised m Au'tna. but contemplated e'twnal loans amounting to 650 mil 
lion gold crowns (£27 million sterling) for the rest of the period This sum^was 
to be raised on the security cf Austna’s own aSs*ts'(particularl/ the customs and 
tobacco monopoly), further guaranteed m difi^cnt proportions by the countries 
partiwpatjog in the «cberoe The eiccuticm id the whole scheme was to be con 
trolled by a Commisaioner General responsible to the League of Nations, while

This law was necessarily a constitutional law, requiring a two tliirds majority, 
this involved agreement with fhoOppcjtion parties In the form in which it was 
ultimat'’ly passed the law creates an Extraordinary Cabinet Council, consisting 
jl members oi the Goyernment and twenty member!, ebeted b" the National 
Council so as to give representation to the different political parties in proportion

VI — Reports by the Committee of Control for Austna 
(a) The Loan PosmoH 

The Committee of Control for Austria held nev-bngs on January 27th, 29t'h 
and 30th 

The Ccinmittce of Control received from the Le^c of Nabons High Tom 
mi’sioner at Vienna the text of the Austrian proposals with regard to the possi 
bilities of a loan After hearing the views of the Commissioner General and of the 
Austrian financial experts, it studied the^e proposals 

As a result of thb studv, the Committee of Conbol has authorised a loan up 
to a mayimum total of 3 1/2 nullion pounds sterling, and the Commissioner General 
has arranged that the Austnan Goveromeot shall enter into negotiations at once 
and has acquainted it with the condibons Lud down by the Committee of Control 
(see the letters in AnneACS A and B} 

In principle this loan is ashort term loan effected by the ^sue of Treasury bonds 
at twelve months, if, huwever, thi-negcbabon of along term loan seemed prefer eble, 
tne Austrian Government could negobate if on die sami term', though subj.'Ct m 
the subsequent approval of the Committee of Control m regard to thj questions of 
rate of interest and of redemption 

Tlie loan should be negotiated on the following terms 
(l) The loan will be guaranteed by the gross revenue from the customs and 
tobacro monopolv, and also «/> to I00% bv the guarantee of the Powers which have 
up to the present passed the guarant'’e law®, or which may sub'equently share this 
guarantee 

The Committee of Conuol has passed a re olobon requesting thr Austrian 
CcnnA'-e„ of the Council V usk th Cnnnjf of the league oj ^^ations to comimmcaie 
iDilh ike Governn ents of the Netherlands, Sweden, Norway and Denmark suggesting 
that the e Powers should join in Ac guaraoteeb laid down by the Geneva Pro 
tocol —and with Ae Governments of Spam and of Belgium, requesting that their 
guarantees be made effective m time for a loan to be issued in February

The Committee examined the infotmation at its disposal, whn.h included, 
among other material, the Progrtts Report prepared by the S^cretarv From this 
it was evident that, of the thirtv sr States dial had signed or adhered to the Inter 
national Convention of 1921, only ten had hitherto brought it into force Various 
members of the Committee, however, stated that biHs giving effect to the Convtn 
Cion V ere at present before their Parliamenb and that ratification would probably 
soon take place After reading the sununw of replies recentlv received to the 
League questionnaire on national mtasnrea to prevent tlie traffic, the Committee 
heard the reports of work done by theintematioiialvoluntaTy socivtios represented, 
showing in particular the protection offered to women m ports and railway stations 
The Secretary of the International Bureau for die Suppression ot the Traffic m 
Women al'o gave a report on her leceot vl«l^ to the letugce canpi. in Gtcc,.e and 
expressed the opinion that, in spite of the great difficulties that existed, everything 
possible Ind been done fav the Gredr authorities to prevent pro titution in the 
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amps and that there Tvas no e\ideDcc of girl lefo^ra either being emploved in 
icensed houses in Greece or being earned out of the country bv trafficker® 

At its final meeting, ^hieh ■was held in public, the Committee discussed and 
ipproved the Report of the Tvork of the session This Report \vill be submitted 
It the next session of the Council, at Geneva, on April l6th

a detailed resolution presented by Sir Malcolm Delevingnc (Grrat Bntainl looking 
to the acceptance oi the /merican principles (with certain reservations felt to be 
m Iceping with the Hague Convention), welcoming American co operation, out

Commission, the activities of secret snactics, th danger of disturbances— these 
were the reasons which, e\plam<*d M Rault, had led the Commission to issue the 
decree M Rault added that the decree had been approved in principle oy tne 
Coiniit’ i'htms that it was at present betort. the Saar Consuitati’ e Council, ana 
that Its legality had been recognised b> lie Haute Cour Administrative 



The British tepie entsUvc, Mr Wood, sUtcd th4 tranknes^ to the Council

VII — Political Questions 

I, EXPSOPMATION of HohOAPlAS PPOPFKTy IN Rovhania 

The Council hid bdore it a iei]uest itmo tnc rlunganan Government concer 
nmg the e-cproprution bv the Roumanian Government of real property belonging 
to persons opting for Hungarian citizeosbip, that is to say, persons who were natives 
of the temtories ceded bv the Treaty of Trianon to Roumania, but who have chosen 
to remam Hungarnn subjects 

The Hungarian Govemroent's request was based on Article XI of the Cove 
nant, which declares it to be "the friendly right of each member of the League to 
bnng to the attention of the Assembly or of tiie Council any circumstance whatever 
affecting international rclauon* which threaten* to disturb international peace or 
the good understanding b-tween nations upon which peace depends" 

At ii pubi c ee<$ion of the Counul, the representatives of Hungarv, M Lukacs, 
Deputy, former Mminer of Edueauon, and M Gajsago, Councillor of Legation, 
and the Roumanian representative, M Titulcsco, Minister m London stated the 
points of view of them respective Governments 

T^e Fu"|a''aR 6 cv»r’"’c''*^ co'vs’ders that the ’eguiativc pro' ’ason« corcciung 
agrarian reform in Transylvania do not tale account of the provision contained m 
Article 53 of the Treaty of Tnanon, by virtue of which persons who have opted for 
Hungarian nationality are free to retain the real property which they possess in 
Roumanian territory The Hungarian Government does not contest the right 
of tiie Roumanian Government to carry out general agrarian rctorm, out it con 
siders that certain stipulations of Hie agrarian l^ivlAtion go beyond reforms com 
patiblc with Rflumaman mfematiODal obligations 

The representative of Roumama declared that the programme ot agrarian 
reform in Roumama dated from Wore the war and that despite the very conside 
rable inconveniences which the execution of this reform had caused to tho'e con 
ceincd, the ipgi'Iative piuvisioDs had alway had only one aim, namely, a social 
reform carried out on a basis ol perfect equality to ill '“lements of the population 
of Roumania Regarding the pnmsioos of the agrarun reform specially applicable 
to fransvlvama tbe'p took account of the facts of the situation and were not 
directed against Hungarian property owma in Transylvania any more than against 
other inhabitants of that territory In the opinion of the representative of Rou 
mania, the provision* of the Roumanian agrarian law are in no v ay contrary to the 
provisions of the Treaties wbirh mdicate solely that a penjon remains the owner 
of property within the property systom such as ’t i o’ga-'i'ed by '^be laws ct ^He 
sovereign State. 

Ike Rapporteur of the Council, M Adato, 'uggested to the two Governments 
that they *houId uhmit tlie question to the decision of the Ptmanent Court of 
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laternaoonil Justice, or, dlteTiati''eI\, that the Councii should ask for an advisory 
opinion from the Court Ihe Roumanian mprcst-ntative d'‘cla>-i.d that the intc 
rests of his country prevented him tromaeceptmgeitherof Lhi,besuggest'on5, whi^h 
had born accepted by Hungarv

expressed its desin to obtjin the service" of a finin«.idl adviser nommated by tlie

As regards the economic "ituabon, tilt Commission considered that the resoums

The Council decided, theidorc. to communicate to the Principal Allied Po’ ers 
tlie documents and minute, rdaU/p to the dpbates on this subjr-'-i, calling th^-ir 
attention to the circumstances which had given ri'^ to them, and expressing Uie 
hope that It would he possible at an early dat* to d-cide juridicallv the futuru of 
Western Tnrace and o£ it- intiabitants, e^eciJly its mmoriti' s 

Moreover, as the question has been brought before UieCouncilunderArticlcXI 
of the ( ovenant ns on» tlircatcmog to diatuib international rcli-tirns the Council 
decided to reaucst the Goacrnmeots to leqi it jnfo>-jntd cl anv futu-'e aution 'i 
the mntt'T and noLd the dccldration made by the Greuk representative that th'' 
Bulganan inhabitants of Western Thp. e who had been d»ported would be autho 
ri^ed to return to their homes as soon as the raasts which gave rise to this c'cep 
tional measure had disappeared, a staU of affairs which, it was hoped, would 
shortly prevail 

Finally, the Council requested Dr Nansen, toe League High Commissioner 
for Refuicc'i to do his otmost improve '•he c’nd't'oij o^ pe sons d l-^ir 
Western Thrace, and asked the Greel Government to assist by all means in its 
power

tria and Hungary, and whosv expenses would bv paid by the Principal Allied 
Powers The Committev .vould be substituted for the pre-ent organisations of 
control, should the Powers conv/rned agree to it, creation Th» Conference of 
Ambassadors also stateo tnai, snouio the repi^ oi thv jSii^nan u'ov eranienc oe 
unfavourable or even dehytJ it would be forced to maintain tlie present organ! 
sation of houidation (whicb hos taken the place of the Inter Allied Militarv Control 
Committvel until the mifitarv clauses of the Treaty ot NeuiHy had bwn completely 
evecutod 

The Bulgarian Government, m a letter to the Secretarv Genial of the League 
dated March 17th, j 023, declared that Bulgaria had now earned out all her mill 
tary, naval and air obligations onder the Treatv The Government was of opinion 
that the period of provisional vontrol, provided for by the Treaty to ensure the 
e ^ecutlon of the military naval and air clauses wilhm a presenbed time limit, 
had come to an end, and that the crcatioQ of a new organisation, as proposca oy 
the Conference of Ambassadors, wonld be superfluous The Bulgarian Govern 
ment therefore requested that Article 104 of the Treatv of Neuillv, which provided 
that tho cort'o' o^ the "b waace by Buigmu of the military naval and air clause's

Near East Relief tlie 
"i M C A , th» Russian organisations and the Jewish Colonisntion Association, the 
European Student Rch^ and the Sa«c the Cliildren Fund were represented A 
drlegat' of the Free Citv of Dan’ig and a r^rcsentative of the Polish dol^gafion 
al 0 allcnded 

Jn his report, Dr Nansui described the work accomolished b> his organisation 
ui «\rious couQtnes and, in particular at Constantinople, emphasising the scncus 
situation of Rii»*ian rcfogtcs m the Far Esut lod of Jewish refugees of Russuii 
nationally in Roumania and Poland He furthe-' mad* a statement regarding 
the negotiations between his representatives and those of the Soviet Government 
in ^ipw of the repair ation of refugee desirous of returning to Russia 

The Committee examined the ntuation of Russian student refugees in Polnnd, 
Ruumania and ocher Central European countne^ and voted a resolution requesting 
th* High Commis<ione' to apocal for private aid to enable such students to rom 
pl*tc their studios Various other re olutions vere adopted, mamly ri.garding the 
evteiisien of the dCtiviy' of the High Commissioner to the Far East and the repre 
EenCdtion of the High Commissariat in counttie interested in the refugee problem 
The Committee also requested the H^h Commi«s»ioner to open negotntions 
with tni.TjhrainiananaRos ianGov<nimcnt' with a vie v to ensuring uiv protection 
of refugees "ho wisned to be sent home, to continue to supervise the evacuation of 
Russnn refugees in Constantinople and to follow cicely the question of Russnii

Dr Nansen reported that the dqiuty H^h Commissioner, Colonel Proct' r, 
thanks to the /aluabie aid of the Brihsh, Trench, GreeV and Polish Governments, 
the British Red Cross, the All Bnti^ Appeal and monev subscribed in Norway, 
had been able to organi'C feeding stations and scttl*ments in Western Thrace The 
development of the'c setti*mcnls for ovir 10,000 refugees within the pa't si, months 
ho ’ cd how the problem ot rJugc^s ra^ht be approached on a much larger scale 
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Tlic purpObL. had been not to afford temporary relief, but to con'ert indiscriminate 
groups of refugees living in tents, stable and barracks into organised communities 
engaged in productive labour As a result of wbat bad here be^n attempted on a 
Iimit'-d scale, the provisional i^p settlements had become dofinitelv established and 
solidly built villages with a spH supporting population engaged m occupationi such 
u farming charcoal burning, brief making and v eaving 

Dr Nansen stated, however, that this relief, promising as it v a» as an experi 
ment, had be‘‘n extended to only a compVdti-iely small number of rcfugf&s The 
funds placed at his disposal v'^re e'dtauitcd and grmts trom relief organisations 
were being rcceiv ed less frequenUv 'Vt the same time, Dr Nansen called attt ntmn 
to the recent statement bv the SecretaTi of State of the United State, that unkas 
a much hrger and more comprehensive plan for rebel wer- adopted, the AniTican 
ngencios, which have done iuch eSectiv* work in Greece, would have to be with 
drawn by June ^oth 

The Council, m considering Dr Nansnn’s report and c-p' laliy his suggistion 
for 1 broader relief plan, had al o to keep in mind the proposal made if its last 
session by the Greek Govcrimenl for the flotation of an international loan on the 
0^ socur’tcs o"er d hj tba‘ Cov" 'rnent This <juf«tion tne Council had 
at the time refened to the Financial Committee, for which the Greek Government 
13 at pre'ent engaged m collecting thf neccasarv financial data. 

In view of these facts and in m“w of the desirability of sa- mg dS much lime 
as possible, the Council decid'd to request the High Commwioner, m • onsultation

The first, presented bv Lord Robert Cecil and embodying a general guarantee, 
camt before the Couaeil on a report from the Pernunent Advisory Committee 
which had been asked to study its technical details The Council decided to for

The second, presented bv It Colonel Requin and based on a combination

T) e Reikejeller Fmerdaium —The Rockefeller Foundation, through the Inter 
national Health Board had in 1022 placed at the disposal of the Health Oigtni'alion 
of the League a yearly grant of ^2 840 dollais for five year’s beginning January 1st, 
1923, for the development of the Service of Epidemiological Intelligence and Public 
Health Statistics It •was soon realised that one of the roost important fields of

The Pertvanent HealO C<»»Bni.Ure — The Counal further approved the draft 
cnstitution of the Permanent Health Organisation, which it decided to submit to 
tiie Fourth Assembly In conformity with the resolutions of the Third Assemoly 
the Council had on Januarv 3pth rcouested a [omt Committee of the Lciguc Health

tution with a view to avoidmg duplication of work between the two organisations 
contcerned The scheme worked out and unanimously adopt d by this Joint Com

Members was one of the requirements of loternational economic co operation 

Th' Cvsloi IS Coii/ereiiw — At its meeting of JuK 7th the Council decided 
to invite Egypt Tunis and Morocco State* v ith a special customs regime to attend 
the International Confcrcnco on Customs Formalities which Till begin at Geneva 
on October! tth not 

b) Inquiiy oh I/i’<»r^&>vwiriil —At its meeting of luly 2nd, the Council approved 
tho views cwpresscd in a letter addressed on Ma> fpth by tho Director f the 
Economic and Financial Section to the Director of the International Labour Office, 
regarding the colUboration to be cstablisbcd between those two oiganisations on 
the 8ubjei.t of unemployment 

This letter gives effect to a Resolution of the third Assembly rsquestmg the 
Economic and Financial Organisation to determine the scope and method ol its 
rollaboration in the inquiry on unemployment to be conducted by the International 
Labour Office m accordance with the decision of tlie third General Labour Confer 
ence (November 1921) The fourth Conference which took place in November 
1022 instructed thi* International Labour Office to proceed with itv mvcstigation 
in CO operation with the League Economic and Financial Organisation 

The Council erpressed the wish that no effort should be spared to remedy a 
state of affair* which weighed heavilv on the working classes 

p] MmoranAnu or twrmy — A scconil memoranclum on currency was 
issued in Juh b\ the Finanaal Section m continuation of the volume puiili'hed 
last year This year's ''olumc coatammg information with reference to fifty one 
countries, including eleven South and Central American States, is still more com 
prehcnsive than that of last year which alrao't immediately ran into a second 
edition 

The volume opens with an introduction analysing the general monctirv move 
m'nts since the end of 1919 It then attempt* to present the rao't important 
currency stati tics ol the world m conct.p form, giving tables showing evchange 
rates di*couo* rates lote ^Jatwjs go’d -esencs deposits m c'rtra' barks and 
dcpo'its in joint stock banks for a large number of countries These tables are 
accompanied by full note* giving on tiie one hand an explanation of the character

a) Ceiieral qutsHoiis — Among lie question!, concerning the Free City which 
were discussed at the twenty fifth i«sion of the Council figure a genual note dated 
June 20th from the Polish Minister for Foreign Alfair on the vanous differences 
which had arisen between Poland and Dan*^ and a note dated June 4th from the 
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I/eaguc High Commi'sioncr, dealing Tuth the competence of the High Commis 
sioncr and questions rJating thereto 

At Its meeting of July 4th the Council heard the High Cominissioner, Mr Mac 
Donilell, M Plucin«ki, rcpnsentuig the Polish Government, and Dr Sahm, Presi 
dent of the Senat' of th< Free City On this occasion the Council asaured thu 
Polish Go\ ernment of its solicitude for the development of the relations betr'cen 
the Polish Republic and the Free City, and of its dcsirt that Polands legitimate 
aspirations shuuld bo reali'ed in their entirety, adding that it desired that all que:, 
tions Tuised bet'veen thu Free City and Poland should be regarded from the point 
of view of the common interests 01 the tiro 'tatca 

The founcil further slated that the economn e\pan«ion of Pol ind was a cause 
of gratification to all Memborv of the Leagne, and that it had not forgotten that it 
was a necessity for Poland to be able to develop h'r internal economic life at the 
same time as her foreign trade and her free acce's to the sea through the Free 
City of Danrig Poland and Danag should co operate m the common task of dove 
loping the port of Danrig to the. great advantage of both countries 

With a view to dispelling a general feeling of uneasiness to which attention had 
been drara by the Polish note Ae Counal recommended both Patties to submit 
promptly to th'' High Commissioner, in conformity with the procedure specified m 
the treaties, any 'enous gnevann which Ihev still entertained The Council 
vouid, as hith"ii:o, alway be ready to eramine without delay anv question submitted 
to it which had been previously dealt witii bv the High Commissioner It was 
neediest to emphasbe that, in order to facilitato the tasl of conciliation nothing 
should be done which might preiudic'* the solution of disputes through intimate 
and fruitful co operation between the two States The technical service^ of the 
Secretariat would be placed at the dispo al of the High Commi ■•loner and tlic 
Partita for assistanrf la any regoi'at'or* whrh might ta>c plate oohcelv or partly 
at Geneva 

In conformity with this rci^mmcndation, negotiations were begun at Gen"va 
immediately after tlie Council session, and will be continued shortly at Danzig 

In regard to the competence of the High Commis'ioncr, the Council judged 
that m prvctic'' it might be pos'iblc to establish more definite rules but that m 
principle the High CoramisSinncr should himsdf decide in each case whether he is 
compi-tcnt to pronounce 1 dcciston on a dispute between Poland and Danzig Ii 
m any pirticular case's the one Govanment or the other fells beund to question the 
competence cf the High Comniisstoner, it will be able to appeal to the Council 

The quest on 0^ t’’t re' at on bet eer A t '04 of '"I”' T'vaty 0' Vet 
sallies and the Polish Danzig Convention conctudvd at Pans on November pth, 
1920, was a) 0 considered by the Council whi h decided that the latter agreement 
constituted n perfeetjv valid legal basis for the relations betwrui the Republic and 
the free Citv but that in the event of doubt as to thr con'-truf'tion to be placed on 
any HausC of the agreement rcrouf-e might be had to Article [04 of the Treaty of 
Vcnaiilc:

gated a decree of amnesty for all infringements of the March and May decieoi 

The resolution adopted by the Council as a result of this enquiry recalls that 
the vvstem of gevernm^^nt m the Saar was established under the treaty m order 
to assure the rights and well being of the population vnd to guaranUe to France 
complete freedom in working tbe French State Mines upon which thi, prosperity 
of the country depends It further recalls that the Commission is responsible to 
the League tor the esecution of its dutic in accordance with the stipulations of the 
Treaty of ^ ereaiiloa It is m all ciscs coUecbvel/ responsible for the cwcution of 
those dutic. \.liich it assigns to its individual members The cvvuutivc of the Com 
mission IS tlit chairman 

In regard to the exceptional measures v hiUi the Commission has dccncd neces 
sary to take tlic Council leaves it to the dscretwn of the Commission to decide 
when it mav be advisable to return to the normal cour=(, of hw The Council 
appreciate thv economic tomideration ThKh haw led the Commission to mtro 
duce th'- franc as sole li^al currency m flic Saar 

With regard to the question of the FrenJi troops and the development of the 
local gendarmerie tlic Council recalls that it has on various occasions 'tated that 
the withdrawal of the fore^n garrison would be desinblc as soon as the develop 
ment of the local gcndarmini peimitted the to be done and refers to its resolution 
of rtpril 19:3 requesting the (Ammission to submit its progeamma for increasing 
the strength 01 tut gtndarraent 

To conclude, the Couned once more c'prcsses ifc. great appreciation of tiic 
idmmistntive work achieved bv the Couurussion during three and a half years

The Latv lan icpresentati' c Dr vValtas, read oefore the Council a declaration 
to tbe effect that his Government recognis'd the Council s right to resume n>’|0 
tiations regarding the protection ot minonties in Latvia, should the statu* of mino 
ntics in that country appear incompatible with the general principles of the mmo 
nties treaties 

horn now on, petitions to the League regarding member* of racial, linguistic 
or religious minonties in Latvia will be forwarded to the Latvian Government for 
Its comments, that Govemmtnt agreeing in principle to supply the Council with 
all necessary inform ition in the event a question nJatmg to minorities in Latvia 
being brought forward bv one of its mendrers 

Should opinions differ on legal or practical points in connection with the state 
ment of thi, Latvian representative, the Latvian Government and th" Coun'’il 
reserve reapectively their rights to request that such diffcrtncc be rtfeired to the 
Permanent Court of IntcrnationJ Justm for an ad\ isory opinion 


4 — MmouTiES IV Lithuania 

The Council requested the Secretary Generil to inform it of the ratification 
by the Lithuanian Govtrnincnt of it. dcclantion of May 12th, 1922, regarding

ment was studied and dBcuwed aiKt' Statometits yyer, filed by both Parties, 
M Adatei joining to the dedarations a general recommendation foi cnncihation 
Tile rapporteur considered that, in sneh a CoSc, the Council should not endeavour 
to riach an aUitract lepal sOJtition, out practi ai meisorr of satislaition, witn a 
view to a ptacdul scttdemvnt 

In the interval between the Bnbads meeting and the Council session, the 
Hungarian Government made known thali in it« opinion, the negotiations had 
failvd, and that, despite the fact that the te t ot the report bad been 'igncd bv its 
renr'sentative, the Governm- nt was not abb* to accept M ^datci s rccommenda 
tion 

At 1st tv entv fifth e«ssion, the Council heard Count Apponvi and M Gajzago 
for the Hungarian Go/ernment, M Titulesco wpte'enting Rnumama fount 
Apponyi dealt miinlv witli the Iigal and moral a'pttts of the question, while M Ti 
tuicsco confined himsefi to e'pfaming bfc Go/eflinient's ivaso/is loi mutitainiiig 
the onncioles of the agreement drawn up at Bru'sels 

In Its resolution the Council etpressed the hope that both Gov irnments v ould 
do their utmost to prtvent the qaebon ot the Hui^arian opt mb, from becoming 
a disturbing influence in the rdations between their countries The Council invited 
the Hungarian Government, after the efforts made by both Parties to avoid anv mis 
understanding on thesubje q todoilshcsttorcaisnrt its nationals, at the same time

problem could be worl ed out

conferen'cs the Committee considered might be organised at once — on physics 
dassKil philology and 'ociolt^ The Committee al'O approved the organisation 
of a tichnicnt congress to eiamme the application and pus ible r'vi ion of the 
conventions of Ih86 on the intematioDal exchai^c of official publications as between 
States 

In oroer to enable sacnt&ts to consult foreign books and reviews, the Com 
mittce eApressed the wish that no custom' duty should be levied on books lent by 
onelibiir; to another in a foreign country It aUo recommended that asitseemed 
Jmost impossible at ihe present moment to organise international libraries the 
tuour'e' cf already e\i'tn^ librarie m eutics of kotning '•hould be coordimtod 
rts 'oon a' pos'ihk 

The Committee further decided to publi'h witbm a few months an Indes 
Btbliographicus based on information furnished by th* principal bibliographical 
publication of the vanou countries containing a ccmplete list of bibliographical

Students Associations As ret^ds die «ituation of student' in countries with 
depreciated eurrencic' the Conmuttee preposud that an agreement should be 
enterad into b\ tliv- interested Government or universities under which thu names 
of the more deserving stuQ'uits ot such countries would bi communicatud to uni 
ver'iticu of countries in better financial ondition the latter to afford such students 
all requi ite facilities, in the form of grants and scholar'lups', to enable them to

4 — Fifth Sessioh of the Advisoht and Technical Committee 
O iJ CoMMUmCATICNS AND TpANSIT 

The Advisory and Tc'‘hmpal Committee on Communic<ition» and Triiisit met 
from August *t)th to Septembor 1st at Gen-^a Oh the jg< nda figured th" question 
of the reform of thr nlondar, reports by sub committees on the question of opium 
in free ports and on the samtarv ■ onlrol of waterways, and \anou other problems 
m conneotian with the >0 ordination bf air and tad tnffic, the transport situation 
in CentrJ and Eastern Europe, mtcrnational onving licence' and 'urarnct time 
Regardii^ the problem ot th- reform of tbe calendar tiie Committee had not 
to -tudv the question from asoentijii point of view, but merely to i splam caUin 
relcv ant points, and to submit the results of ns investigation to the different Govern 
ments 

The problem is tv ofold, beani^ as il does on the question of the mo' able 
fodsts— Easter in partKiilar—, which art a source ot eonsidprabie inconvenieni p tn 
commercial cirUcs, and on the revision of thp Gregorian Cidendar, as prescribed by 
the recent Fan Orthodos Congre ') tlic object of v bieh is to uaifi the months as 
regards length and th" number ofSunday^, and also tlieypors, so that a given date 
mav alwavs fall on the same da” of tbe we'k 

As this reform touelie* on questions which interest not only Governments md 
economic and scienliffc circles, but also ecclesiastical outhontii-s, the Committee 
decided to invite the Holy *166, the Oecumenical Patriarch and thi Archbishop of 
Ctntcrbury to appoint representatives to cooperate m its work The Hol» bee 
appointed the Re/ Father Gianframesclu, the Oc"utnenicd Patriarch and the 
Archbi'hfip of Canterbury Professor Egimtis, Director of Athens Observatory, and 
Ri\ TER Piulipps, Seuetarvot the RoyJ Astronomical Society, respeetivclv 
Tnv. Committe", considering that the investigation of reiorms whii h might 
bcintrcidueeJ into Uie Grejonan Calendar .vould inevitably affect ver, eonsidtrabh 
the ‘ ondiuons or eronoraic In- anei international tr,.fRc bv setting up a mor» uni 
form and rational lime mei'nremcnt, noW tbit, from the point of view of dogma 
strictly peaking, the idea ot the rclorm nl the cJemlar, botli ’vitn regard to the 
fixing of Ea.ter and the more general qne-tion of the reform of the Gregorian 
Calendar, did notmect with difficulties of such a nature that tlicv could be regarded 
bftorehmd as insuperable It wa« unanimously agreed that no reform in the 
calendar, and m particular no dcu'ion regarding the fixing of Ea,ttr fa question 
which IS essentially a religions, one) would be praehcablfe v/ithout m igreem"nt 
between the various high religious authorities conewned The Committee al^o 
noted that the th..ngu in ( Ostii^ conditions involved by anv reform w ere onlv 
justified and Oeccptib'e definitely demanded bv public opinion vnth a vie" to 
an improvement of public life and relationsi

Jonlheer \an EysinRi, iliijnb r ot tic Committee on Communications and 
Transit (chairman), and M Bi^ourdan, former chairman of tic International ^stro 
nomic Un on s Calcndtr Committct^ and Mr WiUb Booth, rrccidcnt of the Inter 
national Chamber of Commerce \/ho a/ill be invited to sit on the committee 
The special oommittcc util consider quistions relating to the reform of th 
calcndiT on the basis of the scheme prqiarcd bv the International Astronomic 
Union at lU meeting at Rome in lUv im”, and of the rei oramcndatiors made by

The Permanent Court of Inteniational Jushco on September 15th gave ib 
adviborv opra on on the question sobm tted regarding the interpretation of Ar 
t tie 4 of tht, Polish Minorihes Ttt'it\ 

According to this Article Poland admits and declares to be Polish national 

I ationals ipso fuitc persons of German nationalrty who wt.rc born in the territory 
ceded to Poland by Germany of parents habitually rtsident there 

The Polish Government had intcrpretrd this clause as meaning that the pa 
n nts cf the persona m question must have also betn habituallv rusident in the said 
ffitory at l^e ’’ime of the caw’ig into foto of tb"* Ti'caty T'’e pc^ons conc"'T 
ed laid a complaint before tht League of Nation's whereupon Poland disputed the 
competence ol the League of Naticns to deal with the question on the ground thxt 
thi persons in quc't on \/< ro not y Pol sh nationals and could not therefore cons 
titut'' a nii!isri!v 

The Court to whi h the disputed points were referred has arrived at the eon 
rlusion that the L»ague of Nations is competent It has also decided that the terms 
of Articl 4 only require thv parents cf the persons in question to have been habi 
tuall” rcsid'’nt in the territory reded at the time of the birth of such person* 

With regard to the que tion of competence the Court, basing its opinion on 
the wording of the Treaty considered that the minorities referred to might be mi 
nnrities of the inhabitant without regard to the question of their political allcgi 
ince rurthermore the very 'a' t tnat clauses concerning nationality were insert 
cd in the Minorities Treaty proved that the acqubition of Polish nationality bv 
c' Germans v as piaoe J under the prou ction of Uic League of Ndtions, for othim I'e 
tin JdUsCs in quo'stion would, 10 some extent overlap the corresponding provi 
lons of the Treaty of Ptdte

6 — Questions of Phocedupc

difTeri.nce of opinion os to questions of law or fact nr sing out of thcii. article', 
between the Government conremed and any one of the Powers, flembcrs of the 
Council of the League of Jlations shall be hdd to be a dispute of an international 
character and sliall be referred if the otbtr party so demands to the Permanent 
Court of International Jo lice 

The procedure bv which these pnncrpl>w are to he applied was worlcd out in 
detail bv the Council of the League vhich hid down in 'ucccsaivc rc'olutions 
(October 22nd 23th 1920 and June zylli 1021) the s\stem ot petitions, the 
condition-, under \ hich pcUtioiB would be accepted and the procedure for the 
cvamimtion of such petitions

This uispute arose out ol the murder on August 27th on Greek soil of Go 
ncnl Tcllini Major Corti Lieutenant Bonaceim and the chautfeur Farnetti all 
Aanlna mni’ithm imkapiiiir airxbUMuor Fib, inU'Ubi'-u'.mar ”Liirir(eamh.ay,nf 
the International Commission fivr Delimitation of the Aib inian frontier who ' c'c 
aeting on behalf of the Conference of Ambassadors to delimit the frontier between 
Greece and Albania Thev were proceed! ig bv '’utninobiic to carrv out tliista<k, 
iihcn their pa sage was blocked b\ a large tree thrown arro's the road and they 
themseh cs a ere «hot either in their car or attempting to e npe into the adjoining 
woods 

Ti 0 days later the Italian Government presented a Note to the Greek Govern 
raent demanding full apologies and rep ration On the follijwing day the 30th 
Greece replied accepting 'omc of thcs>* demand' and reCuaing others On August 
olst the Italian naval authorities occupied the Island of Corfu stating at the same 
time that the occupation was purely temporary and a guarantee for the execution 
by Greece 0 the reparations demand On that same day the Conicrcncc 01 Am 
ba'-ador», whose rcprcjcntatucs the murdered men had been also sent a Note to 
Greece requesting an immcdiit'* enquiry and reserving tl e nght 0 considering pc 
naltiea

On September 17th tb Council met again to consider d further eommuniea 
tion {mm the Conference of Ambassador announeing the ettlcment of the dis 
pute btUetn Italy and Greece and enclosing a new md more dctailcrl Note from 
the Conference of Ambissadors to Gpccc The Council welcomed the fact that 
this communication put an end to a situation which had aroused intense an loty 
Mr Branting while declarii^ his satisfaction at the solution and at the services 
pcriormtd b) the Council of the League expressed hr anxictv as to the questions 
raised coneerning the interpretation of the Covenant ind cspcoiallv as to the pro 
redenL 1 coiti d hv the octupi'ioti af Corfu ului h he lelt w ds contrary to the Co 
venant Lord Robert Cciul then made a detailed anal^u of the juridical questions 
involved both as regards the general relationship fo the Council to the dispute 
and as regards thi. interpretation of the Covenant In conclusion M Politis 
Greek representative in declaring the Italo Greek dispute at an end, cvpressed 
his gratitude to the Council for the manner in which it had acquitted itself of a 
very difficult task to th** Italian Government for tlic spirit of conciliation wl icli 
It had shown and to M Sahndri personally M Sahndra m his turn wliile 
reserving till the followup day lis reply to the li^al points involved tlianked 
M Politis for the aid Vrhidi he had given to the Council in bringing the dispute to 
a'vtdactoy ^oMlasion, and noted vrt’’ plcasi't ^ha^ '•Uc dvspu'-e as ao i defim 
tcl> settled

With regard to 'pccial legi'-latiiin for the protection of minors, the Confer- nee 
generally wa« of the opinion that flu. offence of offeni^ or oistributing obscent 
articles mu-t be held to be aggravated when committed m respevt of minors, but 
that It did not appear to ba necessary for die Convention to contain a special pro 
vj-jon to fills effect 

In order that information ma> at all tunes be available on thf progress of th( 
work of ^uppres'ion, the Conference has recommended that tne Sci^rtanat of thr 
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L^iguc of NatJon= should not onl> lecp a record of, and publish the mmes of the 
Sf't-J that ntifv or adhere to th** Convention btl that it should al o issue i pcrio 
dical questionnaire and circulate the informabon collected This information v\i!I 
include th'' number of cases of trade m obscene publications in aihich proci’cding» 
have been taken parbculare of the offences and the rcjuUs of the proi'^edings, 
particulars of offences reported to other connlncs, and general comments VMth 
regara to the evlcrt and tiatoic of tiu, trade 


4 — The Tpaffic ra Wokeh and Chiidsen 

In the adoption of the Report of the Advisory Commute'' on Traffic in Women 
and Children, great importance was attached bv the Fourth Asscmblv to the recom 
m'^ndation tliat asmall body of experts be appointed to enquire into the conditions 
under which the traffic m women is carried on (*) The extraordmarv e'pensea 
necessitated by the enquiry will it is understood be defrayed bv funds received from 
private sources in the United St<itcs As it is evident tlnit tbe succtw of sueh 
an enquiry must depend on the goodwill and coll«bori,tion of the countries in which 
It IS curried on, the Assembly expressed the hope that the GDVcrnm'’nts concerned 
would give c'perts full facilities for any mvest^atwns considered necessary 

On the rocomracndation of its Fifdi Committee the Assembly passed i roso 
lutioQ that the Advisory Committee on Trafiiic in Wom'R should consider the 
advisabilitv of a«! mg tho c Governments which s->nctiencd iictnscd housu to take 
precautions to prevent women inm-'tcs being detained there against tlioir tail 
In Its report to the Asserablv tbc Fifth Committee hid urged the imoprLince of 
preventing the exploitation of women who have entered uponalife of prostitution 
?t the iiands of the aoandoned persons who prey upon them in this ronn ction 
the Asscmblv aUo endorsed the recommendation of tha Advisory Committee that 
women should be employed among tbc police deal ng with prostitution 


5 — Protection of Women and Ciiiuipen in the Near East 

On the subject of the protection of deported women md children in the Near 
East ( ) reports were prepared for tiie Asscmlily bv t\ o mcmbirs of llie League 
Commission of Enquiry Dr Kennedv fhe hudof l•he Constintmooh bwarli and 
Miss jeppe who is stationed at Aleppo 

These reports 'how that much good ’vork has been done sirn.e h't yi,ar In 
both centas th'’r(. is a Rircivmg Home where women and children a ho liave bi.en 
'cpar’tcd during tiic war from their families an, ixceivcd for a short time until 
thev can return to rhtir relatives be placed id charitable institutions or be assisted 
to i.mij,rite During the fint six months of tlis vi-ar 'cventy eight cliildrcn have 
li cd in the Horn" Constantinople and over jOO hive been helped in various 'rivs, 
irrespcrtiVL of race or religion Only a few women Ii'vi. actually lived in the 
Home but about 400 have ban helped to join their r'-lativc' or emigrate to tlic 
United States 

Ml s Jeppe, in reporting on the wort at Aleppo des:rib"d the terrible pligiit 
of woman and children the moinbcrs of many famibcs being separated md without 
now of each other The rdicf work had led many of these unfortunate people back 
to Lhi'ir homes About thr c hundred women and ehildrrn had been in ri idenco 
in theRccci'ang Horn’’ at Aleppo since laHvcir vhilciu th" di triot around Aleppo 
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some thirty thousind Armenm nonieo and children ^erc thoughttobescafCer^d 
among people of a different race and n ligion from their own

6 — The QnEimoN op SeAvssr 

The Assembly noted the infonnabon which the Council, m accordance with a 
resolution of the Third Asaembl/, had obtained up to the present on the question 
of Slavery It agri.cd with the Council that the irforruation Dvailtbh could not 
form the basis of a sufficicntl\ complete report and decided that th*" im estigdtion 
should be continued with a view to presentii^ to the Fifth Assembly a report 
shewing the progress madi, in different uiuntnes with regard to the suppression of 
'lavery m all it' forms 

DiSerunt vie ws ere e\prts“ed as to the methods ta be adopted in collecting 
and utilising the inlormation received is a result of the investigation It was 
unanimously asrcod thil this difficult tash should be entrusted to an evpt,Tt body, 
but, m view of the present financial situation, it was de&ircd to avoid extra e\p' n 
diiure While certain members wtre ol opimon that the question 'hould be referr'-d 
to the Permanent Mandates Commission, others suggested that the Council might 
avail Itself of the services of tbe Intcrnationd Bureau at Brussels which at present 
deal' with thequebtaoDof liquor traffic A third proposil contemplated the appoint 
ment of a special advisory Committee 

The Assembly decided to kai't to the dwretion of the Council the question

ture to the colonial budget, merdv grantiog a subsidv from the home budget 
it IS necessarv tu tal r all those diE rences into account m order to avoid erroneous 
deductionSi and in the present men'oranduin an attempt his been made to give 
detailed notes on the several ■WTontitii^ sv<tems, the rdatioDs between home and 
colonial defence, etc , in order to c>tab]ish the significance of the figures for each 
countrj 

An interesting feature of the Memorandum i the compariscn made between 
the totals nf defence e'^penditure in h couotrv and the movement of the price 
level B> reducing the actual expenditun of tn day to pre wvr price level, it is 
poisibie to get a fairlv accurate picture oi the devdopment and tendency of d' fence 
expenditure in each individual country

preparaturv work. The plan would lodudc a <.upervi»ion bv the League 
of Nations with which tiie States holdup daink against Hungary 
would be associated, by means of a vomrmttee the members of v bieh

MM P d’ Aroma (Italy), Bsudoin 
Bugnet (Francci Cia/icr (BJgium), Valiuvel (Czechoslovakia), Sinnin<he Damstt 
(Nctherland'), BLu (Switzcriand), Sir Percy Thompson (Gt Britain) 

At Its former 'ession m June, the Committee had made some preliminary 
investigations with the object of laying down certain broad principle. 

At th“ second 'es'ion m October the experts studied the quc-'tion of "fiscal 
domicile”, contmui d their eon ideation of a recommvoddtion concerning 'chedular 
t-ixvs (mpSts cldulaiies] and aached piUiminjiy conciusion^ on the question of 
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fiscal evasion They will proceed with these studies at their third session in march, 
1024, Thun It IS hopi-d to reaii an r^reement on certain common principles, as 
deairod bv the Tourth \ssemjly 

Fii,cal DcriiMle — It b often the case where tojafaon 1 lonrerned that fiscal 
ie^ji'lation pro\idcs for certain taxes to be levied it the doniicilo uf the tax payer 
The Same holds good for double taxabort But if a Convention stipulates that the 
right of levying the tax belong to the State m which a shareholder b doraiuled, 
it IS necessarv to establish tb exact meaning of the v«ord» ‘'domicile ''residence 
and “habitation" any one of which mav occur in the text 01 the Convention con 
cerned Thes'- word have different legal meanings m different countries 

The eyp»rts were therefore obliged to try to find .onii practical definition tor 
the term "fiscal domicile” They amved at the coflclu'ion that a single universal 
solution "’oS impossible and prepared 'everJ definitions, some of which apply to 
income la e and others to rights of inhentanee fhev recognised that nseal domi 
eile cannot be the some for a periodic to. which vari'B every vear with variations 
in the incomo of the la e payer and for a yngL levy on the total wealth of a tax 
payer at the moment when all his jvosses'uons luve chatted hands 

Sckedidar tav^s — The expert, conbnued their investigation ef the various 
sources of wealth eonsidered trom the pomt of vicip of schedular or impersonal 
taxes They dooidvd that the int rust on productive claim> (rr»unces) other than 
mortgages and movable property md flit income from lif*- annuities ought to be 
fixed by the State in v”hich th- person emoying the revenue* vonwrn d h ^miciled 

Regarding interest on deposits, on cum nt accounts and in particular on public 
funds, stocks and bond', it is more difficult to find i olubon Who »rould have 
the right to ta.' movable proportv the State vhere the ovmer of the property 
IS domiciled or the State m which the 'Oi-ict/, corporation or company issuing the 
shares conarned is domiciled^ The Committee of Economists (.dM Bruns, 
Einaudi, Seligman and Sir Josiah Stamp), whose report dealt with the problem 
theoretivdlly, took the view that the former, or ireditor State, should lew thi* tax, 
whereas the authors of the Romv Convention, concluded between the Austrian 
Succession St itw, had tal cn the vicv' Uiat the latter, or debtor Slate, should have 
the right of ta cation 

The Government experts have not yet drawn up their conclusions la final 
form Thry havv, however, ^hown Iheir pretcrenve for a system similar to that 
establi.hcd by the Rome Convention, which prenounwd m favour of the Suto 
from \/luch the 'hares were issued, that is, the State in which the revenues derived 
from the shares originated But, at the !»anie time, they suggest providing for 
numerous evceptions, to be cov»*red by sp»cial bibteral convention' For the 
application of these conventiuiB thw suggest an exteotion of the affidavit system 

Fiscal Ejanon — As regards fis<ad evasion, theexperts unanimouslv recognised 
the tvcessify of adopting measures based on intenubonal agreements and framed 
with the object of malong clear what is taxable (from the point oi ’ lev of double 
taxation) and of combatting frauds to prmmnt the collection of taxes They ex 
press' d the wish that the administraboiis of the countner contern^d should under 
take to furni'h each other wtfi the inform vtion necessary to asspis Uacs on movable 
property, on mortgages, mdustnol md commercial cntcrp'ises, and on earn'd 
income [salaries allowances, etc) 

Thi cxarainition nf the vancu* aourctf of vealth from the pomt of viev of 
fiaca] evasion is to be continued

An attempt haa b'-en mad. to set out the aame I md of information for diSc 
rent countries Everv student of public finance is well awnre of the great diSt 
rtnees obtaining between the vanons bo^et systems But, outside thi= restricted 
urcle of snccialists, the maiority of peoplt. find it difficult U* understand the . on 
nection between the Uiree, four, or fi\p difierent national budgets Such a terra 
as “the Extraordinary Budget", for msttnee has not at all the same significance 
everywhere 

In order to facilitate an andcutmding of the financial position, each review 
in this present volume has been pref teed by notco on the budget system, in which 
the peculiarities of each national system are cvplamed ^ brieflv as possible No 
work of this land, explaining the accouting pcculiantics in the budgets after the 
War, his ao far been pubbshed 

The n viei' for each country gives a summary of the budget iccounts during 
the last four vear, an anilyws of revenue and e'pendifure, gross refeipts and wor 
lung eorpen«cs 01 luca! monopobfe, puoiic oomiins and public undert lungs, togt 
ther with notes on the most important changes m the last two vetrs and the wav 
in which any budget dehcit ha> been covered or any «urplus available has been 
employed An attempt has been made to amvc at tho totals for receipts and 
expenditure m order to °hov the amounts borrowed and the purposes for which 
'hei have beer borrowed It ml) bascei *)»'• 0 nost ccuntroa s ret’cnchment 
policv has be< n adopted and considerable savings have been effected, although 
the ever increasii^ burden of the Public Debt has in many casvs swallowed, up 
what mav have been saved by cutting down the administration The development 
of the Public Debt has been compared with the changes m the price level, t s , 
the nominal imount of the debt has b.*en divided hv the wholesale price index 
number, and in thi v'ay reduced to pre \ ar prict level 

Special care has bucn tak.*n to pre ent full infomution r.gaidmg foreign 
debts and claims on foreign govemmints The debt i< shown both m the curretiu) 
m which It IS payable and m domestic currency, the rates of conversion being indi 
cited in each Cuse The Act pas«rd by the UmW Statos Congress for funding the 
British Debt has been quoted, md other important statements of interndtional 
indebtedness have aUo boen set out 

Whene'fer possible the value of asreh ovned by the State hts been shown 
Even if it IS always, in the last resort, the taxable capacity of the community which 
is responsible for the Public Debt, il may neverthelcas be of importance to note 
wJn-fher a State is the owner of prodnctive assttb, sucfi as forufe. railways, eto ,

and the heads of the Public Ikalth tspiwe The latter df^i.rib "4 the various 
branches of their vorh, after Tvhich the party tos taken over 'orae of the leadn^ 
hcspitnla and health instiiutis at Wa shmj nn llereaftcr the officials were divided 
up into small groups for ptnods of practical observation and servicf with the sani 
tar) administrations of the vanous States These groups first visited three sou 
them States, Virginia, North Carobn-t ^id Alabama, were, after a period of obscrv 
mg Stale health control in the varion< state capitals, they were .uit out to the 
counties on rural aetivitics Afttrvard, it is propo ed that three northern States, 
and if time allows, three western States as well, should be vi'ited 

At the end of the interchange, the medical officers mil reassemble at Washington 
for a further Senes of lectura, alter winch these from Europe will go tu Geneva to 
study the work of the League Health Oi ^ms aimn on the spot There are twenty 
four njedical officers from eighteen countries taking part m this interchange, namely, 
one each irom Brazil, Canady Genmay, Greece, Holland, Me vico Norv aV, Poland 
Ban Salvador, the S- rb Croat Sovene State, Spam, and Switzerland, two each from 
Belgium, Chill, France, Great Britain, and ItJy, and three from Soviet Russia 

Future Inter Jiarges — For ice^ ihe Health Organisation has planned four 
collective interchanges, one to tak» place m Great Britain, a second in the Nether 
Lnds and Dennuirk, a third m Switseriand, and a fourth to be organised parlicu 
larly for the countries of the Far Ea»t Two mterchai^es for specialists in tuber 
culosiu ur ‘chool hygieno have also been decided upon, and a system ot individual 
fellow bip p’gsT'ed Prenvag b> "ic expe-'ori'v o< the first three mtexiiangfs, 
It has been decided that in future a detailed program of the mteicbange will be com 
muniOdtcd to the health idmimslr<'tioib conremrj from four to six monllis in 
advance, accompmied as far as possible bv the documents to bo tudicd during 
the interchange Health adramistratu ii» will also be asked to make thier nomi 
nation: fur the interchange four to six months in advance in order to allow of direct 
communication with the officiaU chosen so as to gi''e etch of them a clear idea 
oi the scope and nature of the inUrchai^e It was rccc^isid that a group taking 
part in a period of practical service should not roibist of more than two or three 
officeft Moreovvr, m erdvr to oblaiii the maumum benefit Ircm th'‘ mteivha'^es 
It Was recognised that th-’ period 'hould bv extended to about three montlis and that 
cQch interchange should, except in special I'ases, bv confined to one country

Thv first group conference on mterebange oj vital statisticnns began at Ge 
nwa on October ist The program, which is ncccssardv c punmental and tvn 
tativv, consists first oi doont six Wt'ts of compp nets ana loint investigations at 
Geneva jn wffii'h a gcn'ral snrvtv of tfap statistical organisation and procedure 
of a number of countries will be made, speual point: in vital statistics studied, 
and the work of thv IleJth Section and parfacularly its service of Epidemiology al 
Intelligence and Public Health Stitastus cqiLiined Aftvr this comes a three or 
four weeks’ pvnod ot observabon, b^aning about November 15th, during which 
thv participants wiil proceed to England, Holland and Switzerland, to observe at 
first hand certain aspects of the procedure and organaabon for statistical and 
epidi miological intelligence of these conntnes Finely, there v dl be a condu 
ding Conference of ten days at Geneva 

The funds for this wurl are provied by the International Health Board 01 the 
Rockefeller Foundation, which recendy made a further grant of id,W dollars 
for the last six months of 1923, and 2i,ooo dollars for the year 1024 to be used 
ra enlisting the cooperation of bealfh tatstnaans It is hoped to "follow up” 
the work of gathenng, collabcg and analysii^ natioiia] health stabstics undertaken 
by the Health Organisation, by bm^ing the men who are actually collecting tlie 



health statistics m their respective coantneu into d^'cr relations with eacli other 
and with the Health Section of tiie Lc^e Secretenat particularly its Service of 
Epidemiological Intelligence and Public Health Statistics This in turn males 
It po jiblc to study 'vanous important difference^ between countries vith respect 
to vital statistics and epidemiological records, with the ultimate aim of securing 
a greater aegree of umformity in sndi matters 
To attain thuac objects 

(i) A se.ies of ' mterclungcs or group conference^ art being instituted at 
Geneva {possibly later at om cr two other convenient points) m "hi-h vutal ‘tabs 
tmans and epidemiologists occupying dOminiatiabve poaitions in thnr respective

) TItc CcwMBilie on jnto'alinii Cooptralmi 
Rt^uits of He Ir^t 'igdtw 0/ tU Condtlteu of InlAUcivol Ujc 

The Committee on Intdlcctual Cooperation has published a number of pam 
plilct* recording the re ults of its investigation of the conditions of intellectual life 
in various countries 

This investigation WdS decided upon by the Committee at its first cs*ion 
Many reports had been received on the dbaslrous findncial situation of intellectual 
worlers and artists Moreover, the coming gcncrahon w<a. said to be abandoning 
intellectual enreer.: and the universities and laboratoncs of countnes vuth a depre 
elated currency to be unable to secure the nuessary scientific instrumenU and 
documents 

The reports aUo mentioned that vanous efforts were being made to cope with 
the situation, gen^rallv in the lorm of cholarslips and grants for the cncourugcment 
of intellectual worl the organisation of intellectual workers and the constitution 
of committees of mutual assisUnce 

The Committal, rc ilised that lb** onlv rebable basis lor luture action was a 
thcrough investigation of the crisis and its possible remedies The problem was 
far reaching and the means of the Comnnttce’s deposed very limited 

Accordingly, the Council and the Assembly having authorised the sending of 
questionnaires to Governments uni cisitics, academies, lederations of intcllcttual 
worker*, etc , the Committee e'lamincd the answers completing its information by 
special inquiries, and drew up reports on many phases of the problem Thcjc 
reports lu/e been embodied in the two senes of pamphlets whirh thf Committee

Tbi territory, formerly fi'rman, oroupving the Baltic sea bo-trd of Lithuania 
was entrusted by the Treat/ of 'Versaill's to the Prm ipjl Allied and Associated 
Towers for final disposition « to lU sovereignty Since the Pcaco Conference the 
territory had been administered by an Allied Repcescntativo until January 1923 
when a mp dc force took place The following month, the Conference of Ambis 
saJurs announced the g>'ncrii teniu up<>n which it was prepared to hand over to 
Litliuanid th" rights which the Principal Allied and Assoaated Powers hold m the 
Mcmcl territory under thi» Treaty cf Versailles Lithuania having accepted these 
principles, the Conference of Ambassadors .vorled out a detuli'd Convention to 
carry them into eftccl Lithuania did not see ha wa" tc accepting ocrtain clauses 
of this Convention and proposed in Ihcir place certain olternitiye cliuses 

The negotiations, therefore, having failed to brii^ about yn agr ement, the 
Powers represented on the Confertn< r of Ambassadors referred the matter to the 
Leagui under Article \I, paragraph 2, of th Covenant, which declare^ it to be 
the fnendW right cf e ich Mimbcr of tin, I/aguc “to bring to the attention of the 
Council anv circum tances v hatever affecting mtcmational relations which threaten 
to disturb international Peace or the good understanding between nation' upon 
which peace depends” 

The question has been placed on the agenda of the forthcoming scsoion of the 
Council m December

Allied forces Some 7,000 
refugees are sb'l left in Constantinople, and the High Commissioner's organisation 
ha' to fulfill i-anous formalitns relating to di^ir dcpuituri., its mam task consisting 
at prc'cnt in arrangements for the evacuation of convoys and individuals, a large 
proportion of >’'hora are able to pav the gixattr part of their f^rus Others art 
granted loaiu to be npaid duni^ the first Vtar of their settli'mcnt in organised 
V orkinj conditions 

The mmntflnanco of the High rommissioner's organeation has b"cn facilitated 
bv tlic realibdton of certain sums from the Briti h Armyasa result of the successful 
evacuation of iL refugees A dose liaison has been arranged with the French 
consul, and, bv thi' means, ver* satisfai-tory results have been obtained m the 
evacuation of Rua»ian refugees to France During the period August I't—October

j — Mussuwams of Albaniah Race m Ofitcz 

Thi. Albanian Governintnt had drawn the attention the founcil to the 
position oi Mus'ulta iiw of Albani n ratr in Greea, fearing that the> might be in 
eluded amongst th" Mu'bulmuns of Turkirsh race who come und'‘r the terms of the 
Convention conu.rniDg tU obligatory exchange of Greek and Turkish popuU 
tions, signed at LaiBannt- on January jo 1923 

At the Deo.mhcr si -sion 01 tin, Counrii the Greek ropre i-ntative stated, hov 
ever, that his Government did not intena to include p^ons of Albanian origin in 
the exchange 

In these nrcumstanccs the Cciunal draded to dra>7 the attention of tlie Mixt-d 
Corami Sion conducting thi c change h the (ails brought to its notice and to 
roquiat thr C orarmssion to take note of the information that m'ght he communicated 
to it by the ^ibtnian Government
